The Demon Canoe carried its 
two-man crew, two cots, a tent, 
a rifle, fishing gear, mosquito bar, 
a few groceries, the booklets, and 
other necessities. A small sail rig- 
ged on the canoe was of little use 
since almost all the wind that blew 
was in the wrong direction. 

Speedy and Corky paddled about 
20 miles the first day past Gales, 
which is south of Shreveport. They 
had their first rain and a battle 
with two water moccasins and a 
garter snake. Next day they stop- 
ped ten miles above Coushatta. 
Out of drinking water for a day 
and a half, they stopped the next 
day about 10 miles below Cou- 
shatta, where they caught a 10 
pound buffaloe for supper. Five 
miles above Grand Ecore they

Albert George Alexander, 70, 
who died in Natchitoches August 
27, 1954, was with the English 
faculty of Northwestern from 1918 
until retirement in 1953. An extro- 
vert — genial and good-natured — he 
was generally known as "Prof" and 
"Dr. Alex." 

He was born in Brusia Asia 
Minor and taught school on the 
Island of Cyprus before coming 
to the United States. A veteran 
Louisiana educator and Greek 
scholar, Alexander was widely 
known as one of the nation's fore- 
most Greek translators. He made 
a notable contribution to literature 
with his translation of the Greek 
philosopher, Makrakis. 

While at NSC he was professor 
of English and for many years 
head of the department of langu- 
ages until his retirement. Since 
he retired he had been on the 
English faculty at Centenery Col- 
lege in Shreveport. 

Alexander received his under- 
graduate education at Internation- 
al College at Smyrna, Turkey and 



at Doane College in this country. 
Peabody College of Nashville grant- 
ed him his M.A. degree. Graduate 
work was done at the University 
of Southern California. 

Mr. Alex is remembered for his 
respect of the rights of others, a 
generosity in both spiritual and 
material things, terrific zest for 
life and living. President Kyser de- 
scribed his interest in the human 
scene as extraordinary. 

"Even when he might attempt 
to appear as a task-master he 
never quite succeded in hiding 
those qualities" stated the Presi- 
dent. 

Alexander refused to acknow- 
ledge the degree of his own health 
right up to the time of his death, 
which occurred suddenly at his 
home on Second Street. Funeral 
rites were held the following Sat- 
urday from the First Baptist 
Church, the Rev. Troy V. Wheeler, 
formerly of Natchitoches, officiat- 
ing. Albert George Alexander is 
buried here in the American Ceme- 
tery.

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Erwin Returns From 
Fla. Biology Meet 

Dr. W. G. Erwin, Head of the 
Department of Biological Sciences, 
Northwestern State College, has 
returned from Gainesville, Florida, 
where for ten days he took part 
in the first regional (Southeastern) 
work conference on the problems 
of biology teaching. 

George Ware, another member of 
the NSC Biology department, also 
attended the meeting. He pre- 
sented a paper, "The Lowland 
Hardwood Forests of Southern 
Wisconsin," which was praised by 
one of the nation's leading ecolo- 
gists. 

The group, representing 17 
states, the District of Columbia and 
the Canal Zone, included research 
biologists, high school and college 
teachers of biology and profes- 
sional educators. 

A unique feature of the meet 
was that not a speech was given 
during the ten days. Instead, au- 
thorities with differing views fac- 
ed each other across a table and 
came to conclusions which should 
result in even better teaching of 
the life sciences. 

The conference was sponsored 
by the National Association of 
Biology Teachers in cooperation 
with the American Institute of Bio- 
logical Sciences and was made 
possible by a grant from the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. 

Significance of the conference 
was attested to by the presence of 
representatives from the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science, the National Research 
Council and the National Science 
Foundation, in addition to the 
sponsoring societies.

camped again and caught 4 cat- 
fish weighing about two pounds 
each. 

On the 5th day the canoeists 
took time to rescue a damsel in 
distress. She was weak and bog- 
. ged down in the mud; the boys 
gallantly pulled her out. The cow 
was very grateful as she walked 
away swishing her muddy tail. 

Near Boyce the expedition was 
caught in the rain. They tied up 
the canoe, set up a makeshift tent 
and caught a 15 pound buffalo. 
Next morning they discovered that 
they were canoe-less. Apparently 
impatient to be on its way the 
canoe had loosened its moorings 
and drifted away during the bad 
weather. The boys found the run- 
away 4 miles down the river. 

A storm forced them to make 
camp^ the 8th day in sight of the 
Alexandria bridge. In Alexandria 
next morning after 8 days of 100 
degree heat and hotter, McKinnon 
told reporters, "We've got blisters 
on our blisters. We haven't been 
able to adjust ourselves as we 
thought and we find we get tired 
sooner each day." 

McKinnon said that the trip from 
Natchitoches to Alexandria was 
pretty rough. Rains, strong head- 
winds, creeping current, and sun 
seeme dto be against them. In Alex- 
andria he and Chesnut discarded 
about 100 pounds of luxury equip- 
ment, including their cots, to 
lighten their load. They picked up 
a few groceries there and were 
on their way again. 

Latanier, on the 9th day was 
the next stop. A heavy rain began 
to fall at 2:00 a.m. On the 10th 
day, when they stopped 3 miles 
below Effie, they were met by a 
hospitable Frenchman, who insist- 
ed on bringing them home to eat 
supper. The invitation originally 
was for coffee but the Frenchman 
got carried away with the stories 
of the trip. 

Two miles above Black River 
they camped again and caught 
some fish, the largest weighing 
three pounds. Twelfth night be- 
gan at noon for the weary travel- 
ers. They stopped, rested and fried 
the catch made the day before, 
while they were exploring, woods 
hogs explored their groceries and 
ate everything but cans and their 
contents.

Freshman Elections 



Highest Number 
To Enroll In NSC 
In Past 10 Years 

Official figures released for 
the fall semester here today re- 
veal a record high enrollment 
of nearly 1,700 students at 
Northwestern State college. A 
total of 1,682 had registered 
at the college at the deadline 
Thursday evening, but a num- 
ber of veterans are expected 
to register late, giving the col- 
lege approximately 1,700 in all. 
The figure represents an in- 
crease of almost 200 over last 
year, when final enrollment figures 
totalled 1,487. 

In comparing this fall's student 
body 'with past years, it was found 
that only in 1939 did more than 
1700 enroll at NSC. This fall's 
total is the highest in the past ten 
years. 

A breakdown of figures from the 
office of NSC Registrar Otis Crew 
show that 727 are in the school 
of education, 252 in arts and sci- 
ences, 298, applied arts and sci- 
ences and 404 in nursing, an in- 
crease in all four schools. 

Of these, 143 are veterans. A total 
of 131 are Korean veterans, while 
12 are veterans of World War n. 
Two women veterans ar registered. 

Natchitoches, Rapides and Caddo 
parishs have the largest representa- 
tions this fall, with 339 from Nat- 
chitoches, 162 from Rapides, and 
161 from Caddo. 

One of the largest freshman class- 
es in the history of the college is 
reported, with a total of 661 fresh- 
men registered this fall, as com- 
pared to 533 this past yar. Sopho- 
mors number 363, juniors 279, 
seniors 248 and special students 
130. 

Thirty-two out-of-state students 
are listed, with the following states 
represnted: Arkansas, California, 
Florida, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, 
Mississippi, New Jersey, New York, 
Texas and Wisconsin.

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Why Not Walk? 



It's nice to have a car of your own around the campus and 
we'd be the last ones to deny it— but why abuse the privilege? 
There are still a few students on the campus who must of 
necessity walk to their classes, and we can see no reason why 
they should be expected to dodge reckless and thoughtless 
drivers in order to get there. 

As a matter of fact, the pedestrian still has the right-of- 
way on the campus, although in some cases it's not too hard 
to imagine how fatal it would be if he should try to defend it. 

We have two suggestions to make, and we are firmly con- 
vinced that if you will take them into counsel, the situation 
will be eased considerably.

The Administration has plans already underway to insti- 
tute traffic control regulations unless the inconsiderate driv- 
ing practices are stopped of your own acocrd, so why not save 
yourself and a good many others a lot of trouble?

The semester is old enough by now for most of you to 
have gotten some inkling of the numerous and diverse activi- 
ties that go on around the campus, some good, some perhaps 
not so good. At any rate, by the time you leave this campus it's 
safe to say that you will have induldged in at least a few of 
each. 

Perhaps the question then, is when and how much. Sure 
it's fun to sit around the room and argue with Joe Doak, but 
how much fun is it to face that English prof without that 
paltry 300 word theme that you could have scratched off in 
fifteen minutes? 

That was a pretty good two-hour feature showing last 
night, too, but how was that two-hour lab this morning when 
you discovered that water wasn't an element after all, but a 
combination of them? 

Here's the point we are trying to make. Whether it's 
movies, bull sessions, clubs, frats, or acting in Little theatre 
productions, if you intend to make a success of your stay at 
NSC, you must be able to determine the relative importance 
of these activities and your scholastic requirments. 

We are thoroughly convinced that your participation in 
as many of these activities as you can manage will benefit 
you no end, as long as you keep one thought in mind — Of the 
the many things a college has to offer one, those pertaining 
to scholastic achievement seem most likely to stay, and if 
that's what you want to do, well, maybe those plans for to- 
night weren't so important after all, huh?

It seems that Northwestern State's one-edged "Razor" of 
the 1953 football season has blossomed into a two-bladed in- 
strument of destruction. 

The smallest football player at NSC is one Raymond Bates, 
affectionately dubbed "The Razor" by teammates and foes alike 
because of his savage tackling. Mr. Bates, formerly of Baton 
Rouge and Istrouma Univers — oops — High School, spreads 141 
pounds over a 5'9" frame in such a way 
as to scarcely cast a shadow. 

To the scatback who has success- 
fully reached the line of scrimmage on 
a wide end run, there is no appearance 
so disconcerting as that of the Lil' 
Chief from big "I". It is on occasions 
such as this that the turf suddenly be- 
comes slippery.

Against Central Oklahoma he 
carried twice for 22 yards. Against 
Lamar Tech he got the nod five 
times and made 45 yards. Average- 
wise, that's 9.5 yards a trip — tops 
on the Demon team. 

The second quarter of the Lamar 
Tech game was a typical Bates 
production. In his first running at- 
tempt he picked up 33 yards — NSC's 
longest gain. 

Ten plays later he figured in 
Tech's longest run. Cardinal half- 
back Weldon Syme shook loose on 
a right end run, and the 186-pound 
Syme, running with a posse of 200- 
pound blockers, bore down on the 
last obstacle — poor, undernourish- 
ed Raymond, who was probably 
down to 135 after that 33-yarder. 
But it was all to no avail, for The 
Razor nonchalantly moved in and 
cut him down for 34 yards instead 
of 70. 

Syme was fortunate, at that. 
Although a big woozy, he was 
able to get off the ground. 
Most of Bates' one-man "spe- 
cials" are through for the 
night. 

Raymond the Razor is here to 
stay. And if both edges stay as 
sharp as they have been the last 
two weeks, he'll probably play a 
big role in Northwestern's race to 
the wire.

Castete Is 
GSC Leader 
On Offense 

Jesse Castete, a one-man 
Task Force for the McNeese 
State College Cowboys, is the lead- 
ing offensive performer in the 
Gulf States Conference after two 
weeks of action, according to statis- 
tics recently released by GSC sta- 
tistician James Saggus. 

The 178-pound junior halfback 
from Lake Charles leads the league 
in rushing offense, kickoff re- 
turns, and is third in pass receiv- 
ing. 

Castete, who will see more ac- 
tion than the NSC coaches like to 
think about in tonight's North- 
western State-McNeese game at De- 
mon stadium has carried the ball 
25 times for 210 yards, an 8.4-yard 
average. 

He's also returned four kick- 
offs for 105 yards and caught 
three passes for 57 yards. 
These accomplishments are all 
the more remarkable in view of the 
fact that Cowbovs have lost both 
of their games by one-sided scores. 
They fell before Howard Payne, 38- 
7, and S. F. Austin, 40-13. 

The only Demon among the con- 
ference leaders is 196-pound full- 
back Searle Walton of Bossier City. 
Walton is fourth in rushing offense 
wth 139 yards in 23 efforts, a six- 
yard average. 

Both ends of Southeastern's Ray 
Porta-to-Roderick Vizinat passing 
combo are loop leaders. Porta has 
11 completions for 180 yards. Vizi- 
nat has caught four for 44 yards 
and one touchdown. 



0-2 Cowpokes To 
Meet 2-0 Demons 

A hungry bunch of McNeese 
State College Cowboys ride in- 
to town today to face North- 
western's Demons in the first 
1954 conference test for both 
teams. 

Coach Harry H. Turpin's Purple 
and White crew won't be able to 
rest on the laurels of four straight 
wins in tonight's game. The Cow-' 
pokes will undoubtedly be "up" 
after dropping one-sided games to 
Howard Payne and S. F. Austin. 

So far this year Northwestern 
State has dumped Central Okla- 
homa, 15-6, and outlasted Lamar 
Tech, 22-13. Meanwhile, Howard 
Payne whipped McNeese 38-7 and 
S. F. Austin mopped up against 
the Cowboys, 40-13. 

The Cowboys line averages 
202 pounds to the man, while 
NSC line coach Waited Ledet's 
noggin-knockers will balance 
the scales at 198. In the back- 
field McNeese averages 184 
to 171 for coach Alvin Brown's 
ballcarriers. 

The Cowboys will be at full 
strength for the game, but the 
home-standing Demons will be 
without the services of dependable 
tackle Glyn Haynes in the second- 
and-fourth quarter line unit. Hay- 
nes' ankle and was broken in the 
Lamar Tech game, and he will be 
out for the year. 

Bossier City fullback Searle Wal- 
ton has carried the biggest share 
of NSC's offensive load so far this 
year. The 196-pound Bulldozer has 
received the nod 23 times and gain- 
ed 139 yards, a six-yard average. 
He is also leading in scoring, with 
12 points. 

Two Southwest Louisiana grid- 
ders are runners-up to Walton. In 
ground gaining Clyde Chesson, Vin- 
ton halfback, is second with 78 
yards in 15 running attempts, a 
five yard average. Halfback Red 
Smith of Sulphur has scored one 
touchdown, one field goal and one 
point after touchdown to rank sec- 
ond in scoring. 

The biggest McNeese threat is 
halfback Jesse Castete, a 186-pound 
veteran of many GSC campaigns.

Tau struck back in the sec- 
ond half with "Forky" Ford 
racing 40 yards on a play 
which was disputed because 
the defense thought the whistle 
had blown. Bob Wilson's try 
for point was wide, however, 
and the Gents maintained their 
one point margin to win. 

The all important conversion 
spelled victory for Tau in their 
first game Tuesday when they over- 
came a 6-0 lead set up by the East- 
siders to win 7-6 on the toe of Ford, 
who kicked their PAT. 



The Eastsiders scored on the 
third play of the game when James 
Stoker intercepted a flat pass and 
raced 20 yards to score. Gerald Car- 
ter turned the tables on Stoker in 
the third period, however, by in- 
tercepting his pass and racing 30 
yards to pay dirt. 

Defense paid off for the Chow- 
hounds in their opening tilt when 
"Butch" McDonald tagged Tom 
Welch in the end zone to score a 
safety against the favored Campus 
Tigers and squeak out a 2-0 win.

Demon Sub Guards 
Provide Top-Flight 
Aerial Defense 

When speaking in terms of pass 
defense, most football fans think of 
centers, fullbacks, halfbacks and 
safeties. But Northwestern State's 
top two "Ack-Ack" men are alien 
to all four of those positions. 

Second-string guards Ray (Big 
Yank) Lockwood and Ed Schroeder 
approach the problem from differ- 
ent angles, but as a team they are 
as efficient an aerial-smothering 
combination as any coach could 
ask for. 

Lockwood, whose home is New 
Brunswick, New Jersey, is leading 
the Gulf States Conference in pass 
interceptions. Operating from the 
middle linebacker post of NSC's 
varying 5-3-2-1 defense, "Big Yank" 
has caught three opponents' aerials 
for 30 yards. 

Ray was an all-stater in New 
Jersey in 1951. A sophomore ac- 
counting major, he spreads 188 
pounds over a 6'%" build. He pre- 
fers baseball to football and feels 
that in the gridiron sport he's bet- 
tern on defense than offense. 

On that point no opposing quar- 
terback is likely to disagree with 
him. 

While Lockwood is draping him- 
self around would-be receivers, 
teammate Schroeder works from 
the theory that "you can't com- 
plete 'em if you can't throw 'em." 
And if the quarterback is fortun- 
ate enough to get the ball away 
with Schroeder hot on his trail, 
the toss is not likely to set any 
accuracy records. 

Ed is a junior transfer at NSC 
from Cypress, Texas, and — before 
that — Houston. He was an all-dis- 
trict gridder at Cypress-Fairbanks 
high school in 1952. He, too, likes 
baseball better than football. 

Schroeder, a 192-pound six foot- 
er, plans to enter the military serv- 
ice after graduating from North- 
western. 

Northwestern's two pass-defens- 
ing guards have several things in, 
common; both are 20 years old, they 
are the only two out-of-staters to 
see regular duty so far this season, 
both are catchers in baseball, and 
for both the biggest kick they get 
out of their own games is simply 
"to win the game."

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Northwestern State Hosts Southeastern Oklahoma State Tonight

"Victory" is the password 
in the Northwestern State 
camp today, and the football 
lads will attempt to perpetuate 
this key-word as they resist 
the oncoming attack of South- 
eastern (Okla.) State College. 

Last week in Alexandria's Bol- 
ton Stadium, the Demons gained 
their fourth win of the season as 
the Purple and White eleven hand- 
ed Louisiana College a close 6-0 
loss. 

The spirited Demons, holding 
high a 4-0 record, play host to 
the Durant, Okla., Savages tonight 
at 8 in Demon Stadium. This is the 
first time in the history of these 
two colleges that the Demons and 
the Savages have come face to 
face on a football gridiron. 

In Northwestern's opening 
game this fall, the Demons 
downed Central (Okla.) State 
College 15-6. The Savages de- 
feated their Okla. neighbors 
by a similar score of 9-0. 

Reviewing these facts in a math- 
ematical sense, Northwestern and 
Southeastern each gained their 
victories over Central Oklahoma 
with a nine-point margin This simi-

possible. Bart R. Boyd of the North- 
western faculty will be in charge 
of the registration.

"Cash prizes will be awarded to 
the five most original floats.

Northwestern State's De- 
mon gridders take it easy this 
week-end before launching in- 
to the "home stretch" of the 
1954 football season with three 
straight Gulf States Confer- 
ence opponents. 

Coach Harry Turpin's Purple and 
White eleven have a 5-1 record 
entering the last one-third of the 
campaign. 

Last week the Demons' win 
was snapped at seven straight as 
a beefy Louisiana Tech crew pres- 
sured NSC into a 13-6 upset. 

Neither team was able to sustain 
a long touchdown drive. The two 
Tech TD's came on a last down 20- 
yard pass and a 31 yard end run 
in which Bulldog halfback Russell 
Rainbolt dribbled the oval before 
slipping past the Demon secondary. 
The only Demon score came 
with 25 seconds left in the 
game on a 38-yard screen pass 
from quarterback James Mc- 
New to halfback Larry Whitt. 
Leading Northwestern in offen- 
sive statistics is 195-pound Searle 
Walton, senior fullback from Bos- 
sier City. "Six-Yards Searle" has 
carried the swinehide 61 times for 
391 net yards, second place in the 
GSC, and has crossed the double 
stripes four times for 24 points to 
have one-third of fourth place in 
conference scoring. 

Walton is the top Demon in both 
rushing and scoring. Second in 
yardage and tied for second in 
scoring is All-GSC halfback Don 
Millen, also from Bossier City. Mil- 
len has picked up 228 yards in 42 
attempts, a 5.4 yard average, and 
has scored three touchdowns for 
18 points.

Former NSC Music Student Now In

Visiting old friends and former 
teachers on the Northwestern State 
college campus last week was a 
"local boy makes good" personality, 
a graduate in music from the old 
Louisiana State Normal college who

in Hollywood. He is Ross DiMag- 
gio, a Natchitoches native, who 
has been associated with this well- 
known movie studio for 14 years.

Southeastern, with a 5-0 confer- 
ence record and an 8-0 overall 
mark, can gain an undisputed 
championship and complete its 
most successful season since 1946 
with a win over the Demons. 
Northwestern has a 4-1 re- 
cord in GSC play and a 7-1 
season record. The Demons can 
get a second straight tie for 
the conference crown with a 
win. 

Coach Stanley Galloway's power- 
ful SLC Lions smashed the school 
scoring record three weeks ago. 
The fast-moving Southeastern elev- 
en has piled up one of the best 
collegiate records in the nation, and 
has been extended "feelers" by 
several Bowl committees. 

Southeastern's ground attack is 
paced by two halfbacks with ten- 
yard rushing averages. Don Marino, 
an All-GSC halfback in 1953, leads 
the conference in rushing and 
scoring with 775 yards and 62 
points. His yards-per-try average 
is 10.3. 

Cohort Larry (TD) Troxler, who's 
scored 85 times in his football ca- 
reer, is second in conference scor- 
ing with 56 points and has a 10.2- 
yard average. He is SLC's leading 
punt and kickoff returner. 

Both of these speedy half- 
backs are put in the shade by 
quarterback Ray (Coon) Porta, 
however. Top passer in the 
conference with 787 yards 
through the air, Porta is also 
a top-flight play caller, clutch 
punter and clever runner. 
Porta is Galloway's best bet for 
Little All- American laurels. He was 
All-GSC last season. 

In the line SLC is paced by end 
Huey Husser, best pass nagger in 
the conference, and a pair of seni- 
ors who were on the all-conference 
second team last season — 231-pound 
tackle Gerald Stone and lightweight 
guard Titus Johnston. 

Using common opponents as a 
yardstick, the Lions are anywhere 
from 5 to 40 points better than 
Coach Turpin's crew. Southeastern 
massacred Northeast 58-0 and 
Northwestern thumped the hapless 
tribe 51-6. SLC manhandlled Lou- 
isiana College 46-0 while the Dem- 
on squeezed by the Baptists 6-0. 
The Lions clawed Southwest- 
ern Louisiana 32-0 and NSC 
walloped the Bulldogs 34-7. 
Southeastern mauled McNeese 
50-6 while the Purple and 
White nogging-knockers held 
off a second-half rally to trim 
the Cowboys 32-20. SLC beat 
Louisiana Tech 35-24 while 
Tech put the only blot on 
Northwestern's 1954 record 
with a 13-6 win. 
Northwestern is rated 19 points 
under the Green and Gold crew 
by a nationally-known football ex- 
pert.

A Change Well Made 



Anytime a change in an existing regulation can be made 
so as to please a vast majority of those concerned, and at the 
same time do no conceivable harm to anyone, we consider it 
a change well made. 

Such, we feel, is the case with the rules governing the 
hour at which the girls on this campus must be in their dormi- 
tories at night. 

Strangely enough, this oft repeated complaint (easily the 
most frequent one heard by the Current Sauce) comes not 
only from the students, but from faculty members and ad- 
ministrators as well in some cases. 

There are times, for instance, when a girl either needs 
or wishes to do some type of extra-curricular activity at night, 
but instead must be in her room. We mention this as a justi- 
able example because records usually indicate that students 
who participate in outside activities are in mpst cases the 
same ones who make the above average grades. 

Or we might mention the library, referring of course, to 
the inclination on the part of some students to use it after 
hours as a social, boy-meets-girl gathering place. This situa- 
tion, along with its accompanying disturbance to those who 
do go there to study, might well be eased by even a slight 
change in the present curfew. 

Heard most frequently of all, though, are the protests 
against the unusually early hours of restrictions on the week- 
end nights, when no classes are in order the following morn- 
ing. Most students protest, for instance, that there is scarcely 
time enough for a movie or a ballgame, with perhaps a ham- 
burger or a leisurely cup of coffee afterwards. 

Usually, too, the majority of them think that only small 
modifications would serve the purpose, something like an extra 
half hour on Friday night, and perhaps an hour on Saturday. 

The suggestion, which seems reasonable enough to us, 
makes is inclined to agree with popular sentiment, particular- 
ly after an informal inquiry pointed out the fact that this 
school does have a comparatively strict curfew . 

To us it seems like one of those situations in which a lit- 
tle more leniency could harm no one, and in all likelihood 
would act as a morale booster for the entire college.

With "Bonus" Free Throw

is the continuous twenty-minute 
half. Instead of four ten-minute 
quarters, the game is now played 
with two twenty-minute halves. The 
only difference is that there are 
no automatic rest periods between 



This sounds like the best 
idea of the lot, except for the 
bonus rule. It would cut down 
on fouls, and probably cut 
down on scoring. 

(4) One free throw for each 
common foul and retain possession 
of the ball out of bounds whether 
the toss is made or not. 

Imagine the last half of a 
game under this system! If a 
team had a couple of fair ball- 
handlers they could freeze it 
all night this way. Definitely 
a "Low Score" rule. 

(5) Two free throws on all de- 
fensive fouls. 

A bunch of drivers could 
tear it up with this suggestion 
in effect. Higher scores and 
more sleepless nights for 
coaches. No team would be 
safe. 

(6) Give the player who is foul- 
ed an automatic point during the 
iirst 37 minutes of play. A free 
throw chance to make a second 
shot if he's fouled in the act of 
shooting. In the last 3 minutes, an 
automatic point when fouled and 
one free throw chance to make a 
second point. 

No comment! 

The idea of the bonus rule was 
to reward ability, rather than give 
the edge to the seven-foot giant 
who couldn't find the basket with 
a telescope if he was more than 
five feet out. 

H. V. Potter of Chicago, secre- 
tary of the National Basketball 
Committee, said at the time of the 
changes that the rules-making 
group felt there was discrimina- 
tion against the defensive player 
in officiating. The defensive play- 
er, they said, has little chance 
avoiding a foul against the drib- 
bler and driver. 

The group plans to make 
an effort to emphasize this 
fact to both coaches and offi- 
cials. 

It's a good thing the group didn't 
try to emphasize that fact up at 
Fayetteville Monday night.

ed Arkansas Monday night the 
Razorbacks called four time-outs 
in the first half. After NSC went 
into the deep freeze early in the 
last half, there was no rest for the 
weary Piggies. 

The big difference, however, is 
in the new "Bonus" free throw. 
During the first 37 minutes a com- 
mon foul now merits one free 
throw and — if the shot is made — 
a second attempt. For the last three 
minutes two shots are awarded for 
all common fouls. 

DEFINITION: A "common 

foul" is a foul not commited in 

the act of shooting. A player 

who is fouled while shooting 

still gets two charity tosses. 

Higher-scoring games will result 
from this rule. Just dig this: North- 
east's Indians got beat by Fort Sills, 
Oklahoma, 81 to 68, last week, but 
the next night NLSC clobbered the 
soldiers 101 to 72. 

Arkansas College scored 100 or 
more points two straight nights last 
week, but Monday night they were 
edged out by Southeastern Okla- 
homa. Both will face the Demons 
in the next month. 

Before the bigwigs at Kansas 
City decided oh the Bonus Thow 
rule, they went over a half-dozen 
other suggestions. Considering that 
they were all made by basketball 
"experts," some of those ideas were 
downright fantastic. The sugges- 
tions were: 

' (1) On all common fouls, for 
the full 40 minutes, award one 
free throw. If the shot is made, 
put the ball in play on a jump 
ball at the free throw line. The 
player commiting the foul must 
jump for his team, but the of- 
fended team will have the option 
of selecting any player to do its 
jumping.

Arkansas' heavy artillery was 
6'4" pivot Walter (Pete) Butler, 
who wound up with 21 on a first- 
half flurry of artistic hook shots 
and numerous second-half trips to 
the free throw line. 

NSC jumped off to an early 8-3 
lead, but saw it dwindle on Butler's 
hooks and the long-shot magic of 
veterans Norman Smith and Carroll 
Scroggins. 

After the Razorbacks drew even 
at 14-14, the two teams swapped a 
pair of shots to make it 18-all. Then 
a flurry of Arkansas fielders and 
Northwestern fouls rattled the Lou- 
isianians for a while, and when the 
smoke had cleared the score was 
30-18, Arkansas' favor. 

Led by Brown and MoCon- 
athy, the Demons then settled 
down to work and scored 29 
points to UA's 12 before the 
half ended. 

Northwestern led at the inter- 
mission, 47 to 42. 

In the first five minutes of the 
second half NSC increased its lead 
to a comfortable ten points, and 
the Demons began to stall. 

The delaying tactics were rolling 
along smoothly when playmaker 
Bill Collinsworth and Razorback 
Carroll Scroggins were involved in 
a mix-up, and both were thumbed 
out of the game. 

No one would have given a 
"Beat SMU" button for North- 
western's chances at that point, 
but sophomore Dick Brown 
took over and kept the ball a- 
way from five frantic Porkers 
for much of the remaining fif- 
teen minutes.

A good many activities take place on this campus, and na- 
turaly an occasional conflict in timing in inevitable particularly 
where those events that involve a relatively small group are 
concerned. 

Protests came from all quaters this past week, however, 
when a lot of students found themselves trying to choose 
among four activities (two of them of interest to a majority 
of the students) all scheduled at approximately the same time. 

Thursday, of course, was the night of confusion. The 
events, two of smaller consequence as far as the number in- 
volved, and two of major interest, included a swimming match, 
a one-act drama, the season's first home basketball game, and 
the rendition of the Messiah in the Fine Arts auditorium. 

The conflict between the Messiah and the ball game 
caused most of the mental turmoil, naturally, with the other 
two serving chiefly as agitators of the situation in general. 

The protests seem quite justified to us, especially when 
we try to put ourselves in the position of the average stun 
dent, who is a lover of both music and sports. Some of the 
most distraught of these really did their best, however, seeing 
half of each performance, which nonetheless seems to leave 
something to be desired. Others simply waited until the last 
minute, flipped a mental coin, and acted accordingly. 

At any rate, the situation is obviously undesirable, and 
if there is any possible way of avoiding a repetition of it in 
the future, we feel that it should be employed by those in 
charge of the planning. 

We are aware that an official calendar of events is kept 
of future activities, and without knowing who is and who isn't 
authorized to make entries in it, we can see where either more 
coordination among the various organizations, or closer super- 
vision of entries made, might eliminate any major conflicts 
in the future. 

After all, the situation is as bad for the group sponsoring 
the activity, in terms of drawing less spectators, as it is for 
the spectator himself, who must make a difficult decision be- 
tween two or more activities, all of which he is interested in.

To all you students who are not 
familiar with the thriving com- 
munity known as "Vetstown" NSC, 
I will do my best to tell you about 
it. 

Vetstown consists of 78 apart- 
ments in eleven buildings located 
on the north-east corner of the col- 
lege campus. It was originally built 
in 1947 for the housing of veterans 
and their families. Later, married 
students and their families were 
also allowed to become citizens of 
this community. 

The furniture we have is of the 
barest essentials, but with a little 
hard work and a lot of experiment- 
ing it usually turns out quite nice. 
Some of the wives have made very 
attractive couches out of single 
beds by rolling a thin mattress for 
the back and covering it in an at- 
tractive drapery material. The 
bookcase partition is another popu- 
lar piece of furniture. Usually the 
husbands get stuck with this job 
and you'd be surprised at some of 
the modern and unique designs 
that are made. This is placed be- 
tween the kitchen and the living 
room to divide the two. We all 
gather ideas from each other to 
improve our temporary homes. 

Everyone becomes well acquaint- 
ed since our lives are so closely 
associated. We enjoy having sup- 
pers together often — usually these 
consist of fish fries, shrimp boils, 
muligans and just general mixtures 
from ice-box clean outs. Lots of 
card parties, TV parties, ironing 
parties and study conferences are 
held also. The walls are rather thin 
in these apartments and in most 



cases all you have to do is knock 
on the wall and yell "come on over" 
and the party begins You get to 
know your neighbors and their 
children well in Vetstown and there 
are quite a few children — 68 at 
present. Sometimes you can set 
your clock by the wail of a baby 
for his 5 o'clock feeding — they are 
really very consistent you know. 
There is play ground equipment for 
the children and a number of 
swings in the trees, plus some tree 
houses and privately-owned plas- 
tic swimming pools. A lot of the 
mothers share the job of baby-sit- 
ting while the others do their shop- 
ping, Frequently we do a little 
borrowing from each other, especi- 
ally when the checks are late in 
arriving. It's either that or eat 
macaroni and cheese 21 times a 
week — and believe me it has been 
done!

The opportunities, satisfaction, 
education and importance, as well 
as the short-comings and problems 
of librarians are related in an 
article, by Dr. Eugene P. Watson, 
librarian and professor of library 
science at Northwestern State col- 
lege, which appears in the current 
issue of "Education," the national 
education magazine. 

In his article, "Needed: A More 
Virile Philsoophy of Librarian- 
ship," Dr. Watlson discusses li- 
brarianship from the angles of es- 
sentiality, opportunities, type of 
work, problems, salaries, andneeds. 
The article appears in the Novem- 
ber, 1954, issue of the magazine 
which is devoted to library edu- 
cation. 

One problem facing librarian, 
as seen by Dr. Watson, is the lack 
of "a sufficient number of re- 
cruits" in the field. "Today there 



are an estimated 15,000 library 
positions vacant" because are no 
qualified librarians to fill them." 

As a solution to the problem, Dr. 
Watson advocates the "full sup- 
port" by librarians of various na- 
tional library science fraternities 
which have been founded in the 
last few years. These organizations 
are for the purpose of promoting 
professional interest in librarian- 
ship. 

The two with the largest follow- 
ing are Beta Phi Mu, established at 
the University of Illinois, in 1949, 
an honorary fraternity for grad- 
uate students; and Alpha Beta Al- 
pha, founded at Northwestern in 
1950, an undergraduate fraternity. 
ABA now has eleven chapters in 
schools of all parts of the nation, 
and a membership numbering over 
700.

| Coach Bloomer Sullivan's 
opportunistic Southea stern 
Oklahoma State College bas- 
ketball quintet completely out- 
classed the Northwestern State 
Demons last night by a 104 
to 79 count. The two teams 
will meet again at 7:30 tonight 
in the finale of a two-game 
stand. 

SSC's 6'5" center, Jim Spivey, 
pulled off the biggest one-man 
scoring exhibition seen in the NSC 
gym in recent years by banking 
41 points through the cords. 
He hit 18 field goals on a 
variety of jump shots, tip-ins, 
and mostly wheeling hooks. 
He sank 5^of 9 free throws. 
There's no connection between 
this Spivey an d Kentucky's 
former AU-American, but you 
couldn't tell the difference last 
night. 

For the first time in his five 
years at the Demon five's helm 
Coach Cnarles (Red) Thomas saw 
the century-mark reached on the 
"Opponents" side of the score- 
board. 

Southeastern Oklahoma hit 80% 
Of its field goals in the first half 
and 657o in the last half. North- 
western State connected on only 
20% in the first half and 35% in 
the last half. 

George McConathy, 6'3" forward, 
took runner-up honors in scoring 
with 24 points on eight field goals 
■and eight free throws. Lavelle 
<Loopy) Langston, 6'9" sophomore 
center, popped in 15 and pulled 
down his share of rebounds. Sopho- 
more guard Dick Brown hit 13, all 
in the last half, and senior guard 
Bill Collinsworth threw in 10. 
Four Demons fouled out. 
Starting center Jim (Buddy) 
Thomas left with 2:14 minutes 
left in the first half. Collins- 
worth, Langston and Waple 
lilley all went out on personals 
in the final ten minutes, and 
the scrappy McConathy finish- 
ed the game with the burden 
n of four fouls. 

Two free throws by Collinsworth 
gave NSC an early 2-0 lead. After 
Southeastern's Jerry Hall equaled 
that contribution from the free 
throw line, Murrell (Sister) Wal- 
ker dropped in two from the chari- 
ty line to give Northwestern its 
last lead, 4-2. 

The Okies worked the ball in 
smoothly, getting four easy lay-ups 
in the next eight minutes. Spivey 
hit two hooks, a jump shot and two 
free throws to give the visitors a 
27-12 lead with ten minutes gone. 

At that point the Purple and 
White quintet threw up a tempor- 
ary full-court press and used a fast 
break to rack up 16 points while 
holding the Durant five to a pair 
of solitary free throws. 

It looked like a new game 
when the home-standers pulled 
to within 28-29, but South- 
eastern began to pop in its 
jump shots and the visitors 
ran off and hid behind a 47- 
32 halftime lead. 
Brown tossed in a jump shot to 
start off the second half, reducing 
the margin to 47-34, but that was 
a close as the Thomasmen were 
destined to come. 

The biggest activity after that 
Was the turmoil on the Sooner 
bench when the century mark was 
reached. After his classy quintet 
had ran up the score to the 100 
level Sullivan threw in his shock 
troopers, and the rest of the game 
was just one free throw after an- 
other. 

Tonight's clash with the Sooner 
State five will be Northwestern's 
last pre-Christmas game.

Some elementary 
school pupils will also enter pro- 
jects in the regional event, it was 
stated. 

An awards committee and judg- 
ing group have yet to be named 
for the fair, to be held on the 
Northwestern campus. 



Purpose of this type of event, 
Dr. Erwin stated, is to stimulate 
interest in science on the element- 
ary and secondary school levels, 
in the hope that this interest might 
help in the future to alleviate the 
shortage of trained scientists in

Dr. G. Waldo Dunnington, Pro- 
essor of German and English at 
Northwestern State College, has an- 
nounced plans to visit Brunswich, 
Germany and the University of Got- 
tingen at Gottingen, Germyan, for 
the Centennial of the death of Carl 
Friedriech Gauss on February 23, 
1955. 

Dr. Dunnington plans to leave 
the United States aboard the USS 
United States for Bremenhaven, 
Germany, February 1. He will re- 
turn sometime in the middle of 
March. 

Gauss, a noted mathematician, 
astronomer and physicist, has been 
the subject of a book and many 
articles r written by Dr. Dunning- 
ton. A large biography, the first 
of its kind on the subject, is ex- 
pected to appear sometime in 1955. 

While a student in Germany 
some years ago, Dr. Dunnington 
tried to persuade the German gov- 
ernment to use Gauss as a subject 
for a new postal stamp. Due large- 
ly to his efforts, the German gov- 
ernment will issue a new stamp 
series commemorating the death 
of Gauss 100 years ago on February 
23, 1855. Gauss is considered the 
foremost mathematician of modern 
times and one of the three greatest 
of all times. 

During his stay in Europe, Dr. 
Dunnington also will go to Bay- 
reuth, Germany, the home of Jean 
Paul, and will visit Dr. Theodor 
Langenmaier, President of the Jean 
Paul Society and editor of its 
magazine, Hesperus. Afterwards, 
he will travel to Geneva, Switzer- 
land, to visit Dr. Eduard Berend, 
the foremost Jean Paul scholar.

Volumes have been written on it, so we can't really hope 
to say anything that hasn't already been said countless times 
about it, but if in our repetitions we cause a favorable effect 
on just one student, then we will consider ourselves successful. 

The subject, of course, is the theft of final examinations, 
or to put it more generally, the cheating in any form that is 
prevalent around the campus prior to and during exam week. 

The devices used by some of the more determined of 
these test snitchers are downright amazing. No longer is it a 
matter of lucking into an exam, perhaps by cleverly knocking 
the pile off the teacher's desk and sneaking one into the 
pocket. That's strictly hit and miss tactics, kid's stuff! 

The determination and devious methods now in use 
would be the envy of any underworld character. Imagine a 
thief with a key to almost every store and business office in 
Natchitoches! Not too long ago it was the proud boast of one 
student that he could open any door on the campus. There 
seems also to have been invented a method whereby the door 
can be opened without the key — simply remove the door. 

Another student acquired exams from the instructor's 
coat pocket as the coat hung on the stand until the teacher 
stopped hanging up his coat. He solved that problem by pick- 
ing the poor professor's pocket. 

Then, too, there's the professional, the one who wouldn't 
do anything as crude as steal the test. That way the teacher 
might get mad and make out a new one. He very slyly photo- 
ghaps the copy and develops the negative. He'd be invaluable 
in high level espionage circles. 

We cite only a few examples of the sheer brilliance dis- 
played by some of the scholars who are too dumb to pass a 
final test. Actually, we could point out that the thefts aren't 
limited to the campus. They include forays into the cars and 
even the homes of the professors. 

Naturally the cheating isn't all done by stealing exams, 
but the methods available for use in the classroom are too 
numerous for discussion here. 

We do not intend to point out the evils of stealing. That 
became evident to you long before you reached college level. 
Instead, we want to extend an earnest plea to you students 
who are inclined to cheat, and an equally earnest challenge 
to the administration and to every one of the faculty. 

To the students, we say take pity on your classmate who 
isn't smart enough to steal his own test or rich enough to buy 
it, and remember that whatever amount of benefit you reap 
from the stolen exam is that same amount of pure disaster 
for the other pupils in the class, since you're graded by com- 
parison. 

To the faculty and administration we say this by way of a 
challenge. Be as careful as possible to see that your test isn't 
available to anyone, including student assistants, and if tests 
are left on the campus, see to it that they are properly guarded. 

As an added incentive to honesty, we also suggest legal 
prosecution of anyone caught breaking into an office, car, or 
home, with perhaps permanent expulsion from school with 
the student's record to show his deed.

At Ruston Thursday 

Victorious in their last five 
outings, Northwestern State's 
basketball quintet rolls into 
Gulf States Conference action 
next week by facing a pair of 
hardwood giants in Bayou 
country, Northeast State Col- 
lege and Louisiana Tech. 

Coach Charles (Red) Thomas' 
roundballers open their defense of 
half the conference championship 
against Northeast's high-scoring 
Injuns here Monday night, then 
travel to Ruston Thursday for a 
bout with Tech's "loaded" Bull- 
dogs. 

Saturday the Demons will 
meet independent Centenary, 
an always-rugged cage power, 
at Shrveport. 

Northeast is the conference's 
leading offensive team for this 
season and boasts the GSC's two 
highest scorers in jump-shot sen- 
sation Melvin Gibson, a 6-foot All- 
Conference guard, and 6'3" center 
Bill Bradley, an All-American Jun- 
ior College pivot last season. 

Senior co-captain Bill Ray Crowe 
and sharpshooting guards Bobbie 
Patterson and Junior Austin fur- 
nish the terrible twosome plenty 
of support. 

This week the Tribe warmed up 
for its Natchitoches appearance by 
smothering the hapless Arkansas 
State Indians under a 104-point 
scoring barrage. Gibson and Brad- 
ley scored 30 points each in the 
lop-sided massacre. 

Coach Arnold Kilpatricks' 
dribblers meet Southeastern 
Louisiana College, defending 
co-champions with NSC, to- 
night. 

Louisiana Tech will floor prac- 
tically the same team that won the 
1953 Gulf States championship. The 
Bulldogs have looked very im- 
pressive in early-season play, beat- 
ing two powerhouses in Arkansas 
Tech's Wonder Boys (twice) and 
Centenary's slick Gentlemen (once). 

'Dog forward L. V. Norris, senior 
from Georgetown, broke the 
school's four-year scoring record 
five weeks ago. Center Chester 
Coker has been one of the loop's 
outstanding pivot men for the last 
three years, and experienced 
guards Billy Wiggins and Bill Bail- 
ey give the Techsters plenty of all- 
around strength. 

Both Northeast and Tech 

won tournaments during the 

Christmas holidays, as did the 

Demons. 

Northeast captured its own in- 
vitational tourney championship, 
Tech astonished Centenary in the 
finals of the latter's Louisiana In- 
vitational to win going away, and 
Northwestern took the Midwest 
Tourney in Terre Haute, Ind., for 
the second straight year. 

Leading Northwestern State in 
early-season action have been 5'9" 
sophomore guard Dick Brown, 6'3" 
junior forward George McConathy 
and 5'9" senior guard Bill Collins- 
worth. 

Following close behind the pace- 
setters are senior forwards Waple 
Lilley and Murrell (Sister) Walker, 
both 6-feet, and centers Lavelle 
(Loopy) Langston, 6'9" sophomore, 
and Jim (Buddy) Thomas, 6'4" sen- 
ior.

GSC Basketball Chain 
Has No Weak Links

There's only one way to describe the Gulf States Con- 
ference basketball teams of 1954-55. 



"Loaded!" 

Many felt that the cream of 
the crop was wiped out a few 
years back when Mississippi 
Southern, Loyola, Spring Hill 
and Centenary fell by the way- 
side. 

While Southern is over the hill, 
the other three schools would cer- 
tainly add hoop prestige to the 
conference. Loyola's already hit 
the NCAA "Big Time" and the 
other two are getting closer to 
that classification every year. 

Loyola proved its status by beat- 
ing Illinois when the Illini were 
ranked third in the nation. Spring 
Hill won the Gator Bowl tourna- 
ment by spanking Georgia and 
Florida of the SEC. Centenary, 
climbing toward the basketball 
elite, has lost only to two Techs, 



Texas and Louisiana. 

But all three have lost to GSC 
schools. 

Frankly, how much prestige 
can a group of small schools 
have? 

Louisiana Tech, with practically 
the same team that won the con- 
ference crown two years ago and 
hit a nightmarish slump last sea- 
son, will probably rule the pre-sea- 
son favorite. Paced by veterans 
Billy Wiggins and Bill Bailey at 
guards, L. V. Norris at forward 
and Chester Coker at center, the 
Bulldogs have definitely snapped 
out of it. 

Norris recently cracked the 
school's four-year scoring record, 
and makes a new mark every time 
he pours in two. Aided and abetted 
by smoothies Bailey, Wiggins and 
Coker, Tech coach Cecil Crowley 
has a tough combination that has 



already stomped Centenary's high- 
scoring Gents. 

Northeast, striving for years to 
hit its stride in GSC athletics, 
has finally done it. Melvin Gibson, 
last year's highest scorer in the 
conference, and Junior College AU- 
American Bill Bradley at center are 
the two highest scorers in the loop. 

Southwestern Louisiana, a strong 
contender last year, is going full 
blast with a win over Loyola, 66- 
62, and two conference victories 
over Louisiana College. The Bull- 
dogs have been outscored from 
the floor in nearly every close 
game this year, but have worked 
the bonus free throw rule to full 
advantage in wins over Loyola, 
Lamar Tech and LC's scrappy Wild- 
cats. 

Co-champions last year, Coach 
Luther Marlar's sharpshooting 
Southeastern Louisiana Lions lost 
four starters and don't have an 
overly-impressive record. But news- 
paper clippings won't win many 
games, and the Lions have already 
chopped down Spring Hill twice. 
Always a slow starter, SLC is ex- 
pected to be in the middle of the 
race to the wire come February. 
In one game this year the 
Marlarmen hit an astounding 
60% of their field goal at- 
tempts. 

McNeese, third in the league 
last year, has another powerhouse 
that will receive a considerable 
boost when three transfers be- 
come eligible at mid-term. Control 



strategist Ralph Ward has a top- 
notch group of freshmen plus vet- 
erans led by All-GSC Roy (Toddy) 
Moore at forward. 

The Cowboys recently won their 
own tournament by slipping past 
Southeastern Oklahoma in the 
finals, and no NSC fan needs to be 
reminded that that's quite a feat. 

Louisiana College's young Wild- 
cats have started off their season 
with nine straight losses. »But the 
opposition has been terrific, in- 
cluding LSU, Tulane, Arkansas 
Tech's "Wonder Boys" and league 
action. 

Two 'Cat misses at the free 
throw line in the fading seconds 
cost the mid-staters a one-point de- 
cision to Northeast, and SLI was 
forced into overtime for one of 
its wins over LaCollege, the other 
being a skin-tight 76-71 decision. 
Led by a classy bunch of 
freshmen headed by pivot 
Johnny Boyd, Louisiana Col- 
lege may not be considered 
a title contender, but there 
will be some nights when the 
sharp-clawed 'Cats will spoil 
another team's chances. 
Last, but not — we hope — least, 
is Northwestern State's short but 
experienced Demon five. With a 
second straight Midwest Tourna- 
ment championship and an 8-3 sea- 
son mark the Purple and White 
roundballers will carry the best 
record into the Gulf States rat race. 
The big question is — who'll 
carry the best record out?

This Society of David 
constantly battled the Philistines 
who were trying to debase music.

In the early hours Thursday 
morning, there was a campus-wdde 
internal unrest attributed to food 
poisoning from Wednesday night's 
supper in the dining hall, and 
which resulted in a reported 400 
ill. 

The epidemical occurance, w f hich' 
caused large class absences, was 
the main topic of conversation on 
the campus Thursday. A few facts 
were known and many rumors cir- 
culated, while disturbed college au- 
thorities immediately called in 
health officials to investigate and 
retained the services of a local 
doctor to direct treatment of the 
cases. 

Some twenty patients remained 
in the infirmary Thursday evening 
for further observation and await- 
ing dismissal by Dr. Worsley who 
handled the cases. Friday noon, 
there was only one patient in the 
infirmary suffering abdominal 
cramps and discomfort from the 
food poisoning. 

Shortly after 8:00 a.m. the in- 
firmary was full. First patients 
arrived at 2:00 a.m. and were re- 
ceived by the nurse on duty, Miss 
Betty Robinson. She was later as- 
sisted by Nurse Shirley Dee Brad- 
ford. Mrs. Addie P. Shehane, head 
of the infirmary, said that about 
325 persons had been treated at 
the infirmary. Since some of those 
treated did not register, there were 
possibly more not included in this 
count who received treatment. An- 
other nurse. Mrs. Mildred Jones 
was also on duty at the very busy 
infirmary. 

Bottles of emetic, kaopectate 
with peragoric, were sent to house- 
mothers to dose the sick in their 
dormitories. Some eases were also 
referred to other local doctors by 
the office of the Dean of Women. 
Patients returned to the infirmary 
for as many as three doses until 
10:30 p.m. Thursday. No-one was 
seriously ill. 

Mr. John Melvin Norris, Sr., sani- 
tarian of the Natchitoches Health 
unit investigated the dining hall. 
He took a sample of the meal to 
the State Health Dept. labratories 
in Shreveport to be analyzed. There 
had been no report yet on the 
food. It may be impossible to iso- 
late the ingredient which promoted 
the campus-wide distress. 

An ingredient in the chicken 
dish served at supper Wednesday 
to all but the athletes, who were 
not sick, was the cause. The fresh 
chickens were inspected and care- 
fully prepared; they were supple- 
mented by some canned chicken. 

Mr. Walter Stubblefield said that 
everything prepared in the dining 
hall is so carefully and sanitarily 
prepared, that it is hard to under- 
stand how it happened. He is very 
distressed about the event. He said, 
"We never fix anything that we 
wouldn't eat ourselves," and that 
it makes him "as sick as it does 
the kids," because he has their 
welfare in mind. 

Dudley Fulton said that it could 
have happened anywhere though 
naturally he appeared to be dis- 
tressed about the catastrophe, since 
it is bad publicity for the college. 
He was anxious for the college to 
know the facts about the incident, 
and to do all he could to alleviate 
the distress. 

There was not much slack in 
dining hall attendance Friday, ex- 
cept for those who were not re- 
cuperated enough to eat. 
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For Those Who Came To Dinner . 

To those amazing few students who had the intestinal 
fortitude to take breakfast in the college dining hall Thursday 
morning, we dedicate this column. 

Perhaps never in the history of this school have so few 
escaped so fortunately from such mass disaster. 

We are referring, of course, to the wholesale epidemic 
of food poisoning that swept the campus following the Wed- 
nesday evening meal in the cafeteria, and if we seem a bit 
upset about it, we feel completely justified. 

For every blunder ever pulled, there is a reason — in this 
case we understand the reason has been narrowed down, by 
dining hall authorities, to a defect in the chickpn served in 
one of the dishes. 

In all likelihood nothing more will come of the episode 
now that its cause has been determined — which seems to us 
like a case in which police discover the murder weapon — and 
consider the whole thing solved. 

Actually, there can be no excuse for what happened in this 
instance. Several hundred students eat in the college cafeteria. 
They pay for every meal served there, whether or not they eat 
it. Not many of them expect to get food like mother cooks at 
home, but they do expect what they are served to be healthful. 
Professional employees are paid to see that the food is benefi- 
cial and sufficient, if it is not, then the responsibility is their's. 

We have no desire to be unnecessarily harsh in our criti- 
cism, but we are loathe to accept the situation as just one more 
unpleasant experience. 

If those now in charge of serving edible food to the stu- 
dents on this campus are not able to do so (not just most of 
the time, but consistently) then we honestly feel that, in the 
best interest of the school, the appropriate steps should be 
taken to remedy the situation.

Careful! You May 
Be Breaking A Law

A boat captain with his long grey 
whiskers and chaw of tobacco sat 
in his hotel room in Natchitoches 
one day in 1815. After futiley look- 
ing for a cuspidor he decided to 
spit from his window. The results? 
The ruin of a lady's hat and the 
birth of one of the strangest of 
strange laws in the oldest town in 
the Louisiana Purchase. 

According to the Digest of Or- 
dinance, the fine for men to spit 
from a second floor window is ten 
dollars and falure to pay means 
two days in jail. 

This is but one of the many laws 
that have never been taken off the 
books. Others were added as re- 
sults of similar incidents. 

Because in the 1800's, the streets 
of Natchitoches were dirt and lined 
by drainage ditches on each side, 
the law was passed that no group of 
more than five men could stand and 
chat on the wooden planked side- 
walks. 

When a young lady was frighten- 
ed by a rearing horse, a city or- 
dinance was passed prohibiting the 
breaking of horses, mules, or jack- 
asses within the city limits. 

Cane river has always been the 
subject for much municipal dis- 
cussion. In 1903 the only foot 
bridges connecting the two sections 
of the town were made of narrow 
planks. And so it is unlawful for 
anyone to walk across the bridges 
at a speed exceeding one mile an 
hour. 

Speed laws also apply to bicycles 
that cannot be propeled through 
the city over eight miles per hour. 
At night a bell or horn must be at- 
tached to the vehicles to warn peo- 
ple of their approach. 

Any person shooting what is 
commonly called a "nigger shooter" 
within the city is subject to a fine 
of three dollars and default of pay- 
ment means twenty-four hours im- 
prisonment. 

In 1855 the City Marshall became 
a richer man because of the law 
passed entitling him to fifty cents 
for each bull, hog, or goat 
impounded or caused to be im- 
pounded by him. 

Ordinance 10 makes it unlawful 
for any person or persons to throw 
or catch base or other balls used 
in playing such games on the 
streets of the city of Natchitoches. 

And if swimming in Cane River 
lake, remember, you will be ar- 
rested if your suit is not of the 
regulation. This means covering the 
person from his shoulders to the 
knees, and made of black or color- 
ed materials. At least that is the 
law passed in 1905. 

Horse trading is illegal and so is 
the peddling, public selling, or im- 
porting of second hand goods. 

The stalls of the city market are 
to be leaned on, stood on, or lain 
on at anytime under a penalty or 
conviction before the mayor of pay- 
ment of five dollars for each of- 
fense. This law should not cause 
too much worry, however, since 
the old city market was torn down 
in 1914. 

And so it is in Louisiana's oldest 
town as in many others, you never 
know when you are breaking a law.

Classes Begin In 
New IA Building 
This Semester 

Classes are now being held in 
Northwestern's new Industrial Edu- 
cation building, described as one 
of the most modern and attractive 
of its kind in the state. 

The building will house under 
one roof a comprehensive program 
in metals, graphic arts, electricity, 
woodworking and drafting. Most of 
the students in these classes are 
future industrial education teach- 
ers. 

Facilities Expanded 

In addition to its regular machin- 
ery and equipment, the depart- 
ment has added considerably to 
its graphic arts shop, installing 
new pieces such as a linotype ma- 
chine, an offset press (lithog- 
raphy), a Baum folder and per- 
forator, process camera (for use 
in lithography) and a complete 
darkroom with all necessary equip- 
ment for use by a campus pho- 
tographer. Instructor Roy Clark 
will head this division of the de- 
partment. 

Shop layouts for the new build- 
ing consist of a graphic arts shop 
metal shop and general shop. Ad- 
joining the general shop with glass 
partitions on two sides will be the 
drawing and planning room. This 
room is to be equipped with new 
individual drawing benches and 
combined storage lockers. North- 
ern exposure and diagonal flu- 
orescent lights will provide a well 
lighted drafting room. 
Courses Listed 

The general shop will be ar- 
ranged and equipped to offer train- 
ing and experiences in electricity, 
metals, transportation and motor 
mechanics, woodwork, leather and

plastics, and also to offer unit 
courses in woodwork, applied elec- 
tricity and crafts. 

Special feature of the general 
shop is the dust collection system 
which will be attached to the major 
items of machinery. 

The metals shop will be equipped 
to offer work in machine tools, 
welding, casting, cold iron and 
sheet metal work. New pieces of 
machinery to be installed in this 
area include six Sheldon and two 
Logan lathes, two Sheldon miling 
machines, a Sheldon 12 -inch 
shaper, a combination spot and 
arc welding system, and several 
other necessary items. 

Formal opening of the new struc- 
ture will be held later in the 
spring, Dr. Robinson stated. All 
persons in the Natchitoches area 
are invited to visit the new build- 
ing and inspect its new equip- 
ment, he added.

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Northwestern Seeks To Retain GSC Lead At McNeese Tonight 



Rugged Cowboys 
Fresh From Win 
Over Tech Five 

McNeese State's Cowboys, who 
have already knocked over one Gulf 
States Conference kingpin this 
week, will get their chance at a 
second tonight at Lake Charles 
when Northwestern's conference 
leaders do battle with Coach Ralph 
Ward's control-playing roundball- 



With the midterm addition of 
forward Bill Riegle, the Cowpokes 
are loaded for bear — and for De- 
mons — in the home stretch of the 
1954-55 GSC dribble derby. 

' Cowboy forward Roy (Toddy) 
Moore, All-GSC last season and 
the top conference scorer when 
Riegle entered the picture, has 
since taken a back seat to the 
flashy former Duke star. 

Those two, combined with vet- 
eran Dudley Carver, give the rug- 
ged Cowpokes the toughest fore- 
court combination in the confer- 
ence. Add that to the stingiest de- 
fense in the GSC and the natural 
home-court advantage, and the 
equation points to a no-holds bar- 
red scramble down at Lake Charles 
town tonight. 

Coach Charles (Red) Thomas' 
Northwestern cagers need this one 
to stay on top. McNeese needs it 
to stay in contention for a share 
of the championship. 

Thomas' biggest scoring threats 
are forward George McConathy and 
guard Dick Brown, closely follow- 
ed by All-GSC guard Bill Collins- 
worth, forward Murrell (Sister) 
Walker, . soph center Lavelle (Loo- 
py) Langston, forward Waple Lilley 
and center Jim (Buddy) Thomas. 

None are close to the per-game 
averages of Riegle and Moore, how- 
ever, and the game is expected to 
be a low-scoring defensive affair. 
In their last two games McNeese 
opponents have averaged 57 points, 
"bonus" rule or no "bonus" rule. 

After the McNeese fray tonight 
the Demon Dribblers return to 
familiar grounds for a couple of 
important tilts next week with 
Louisiana College's scrappy Wild- 
cats and the classy Centenary Gent- 
lemen.

Both fives will be out for re- 
venge after very close decisions 
taken by the Thomasmen on their 
home courts earlier this season. 
Northwestern had to come from 
behind in the last minutes to nip 
the Wildcats 80 to 72 at Pineville, 
and the Demons staved off a ter- 
rific late rally up at Shreveport to 
defeat Centenary 94 to 91. 

Louisiana College, with the most 
improved team in the conference, 
relies on a pair of Alabama fresh- 
men named Johnny Boyd and Joe 
Limbaugh for most of its scoring. 
Boyd is a 6-5 treetopper who ope- 
rates from the pivot, while the 
carrot-topped Limbaugh is a dead- 
eye forward. 

Centenary's scoring is well 
spread, with four starters averag- 
ing in double figures.

LAFAYETTE, Feb. 7 — North- 
western's opportunistic basketball 
Demons overcame a last-half South- 
western Louisiana Institute surge 
led by agile center Dallas Wolf 
and former All-Gulf States Con- 
ference cagers Eddie McGauley and ' 
Gil Dozier to wring out a 99-94 
overtime win. 

With forward George McConathy 
sparking the NSC attack with 32 
points, six of them in the overtime 
period, the Demons moved into 
the Gulf States Conference lead on 
the overtime win coupled with, 
league-leading Louisiana Tech's 55- 
60 loss to McNeese. 

The score was tied at 85-85 at 
the end of regulation playing time. 
Northwestern took an early over- 
time lead and used the advantage 
for easy lay-ups off control style- 
play. 

Wolf led all scorers with 33, fol- 
lowed by McConathy's 32. Guard 
Dick Brown hit 22 for the Demons, 
with McCauley and Dozier notch- 
ing 20 and 17, respectively, for the 
losers. 

All five Northwestern start- 
ers scored in double figures, 
with guard Bill Collinsworth 
hitting 14, forward "Sister" 
Walker adding 11 and center 
"Buddy" Thomas counting 10.

Louisiana Tech's "Cinderella 
Team" of '52-'53 was sparked by a 
couple of sophomores named L. V. 
Norris and Chester Coker, with the 
guard positions well manned by 
freshman Billy Wiggins and sopho- 
more Bill Bailey. 

They were the sophomore sur- 
prises then, but this season they're

Guys like 
Dallas Wolf of SLI and "Tod- 
dy" Moore of McNeese don't 
come in bunches. 
Up at Demonland a little guard 
named Bill Collinsworth was the 
late-season "find" of the year, and 
lanky "Buddy" Thomas was writ- 
ing history on backboards instead 
of blackboards. 

Murrell (Sister) Walker outsped 
Mississippi Southern that year with 
15 points in NSC's upset win over 
Revon & Co., and Waple Lilley 
came off the bench over at College 
Station in the last ten minutes to 
carve off a sizable chunk of Texas 
A. & M. hide. 

Another sophomore flash of that 
campaign was "Happy" Mahfouz 
of Spring Hill, which has since left 
the conference. This year Mahfouz 
broke the school's four-year scor- 
ing record before the season was 
half over.

There will undoubtedly be some 
more Gulf States years like this 
one, but they're not likely to corne 
in a row. 

FROM THE BYRD'S NEST: The 
thing most' observors don't realize 
in viewing the 1954-55 NSC swim- 
ming crew is the terrific caliber of 
competition. It's comparable to the 
footballers playing Notre Dame or 
the basketballers Kentucky. Schools 
like Florida, Texas, SMU and Texas 
A. & M. outman Northwestern any- 
where from 4 to 1, to 20 to 1 and 
they can afford more extensive pro- 
grams. 

Sure, NSC will get a great 
crew once in a while when swim- 
mers like Tommy Kehoe and Lyle 
Dillman wander in, and in those 
"green years" they can knock off 
the best the SWC and SEC has to 
offer. Georgia Tech can beat Ken- 
tucky twice in one season, too, but 
no one's placing any bets that it 
will happen again in the near fu- 
ture. 

When the Demonfish took a 
dip into Tennessee for bouts 
with Vanderbilt University and 
Tennessee Tech, both of which 
have greater enrollment than 
NSC, they looked like a gang of 
Johnny Weismullers. Why? Be-

A first place in the final relay 
gave the University of Florida's 
highly-favored swimming team a 
46% to 37% win over Northwest- 
ern's Demonfish in the NSC Nat- 
atorium last Saturday afternoon. 

Ramrodded by the two record- 
breaking performances of sopho- 
more sensation Ray Timm, the 
Demonfish came within 40 feet of 
the "Upset of the Year," for that 
was the margin of victory in the 
last 400-yard free style relay. 

Timm started things off with an 
easy 2:28.6 victory in the 200 yard 
individual medley, cracking the 
2:35.7 record set in 1952 by Myron 
Lockey by more than seven sec- 
onds. 

Timm's back stroke opponent 
was Johnny Duganne, holder of 
the Southeastern Conference back 
stroke record, and the Demons 
needed the first place to stay in 
the meet. Timm got it. 

He trailed by as much as seven 
feet in the first four laps, before 
catching Duganne on the fifth and 
gradually pulling away from the 
SEC champ on the last, as a jam- 
packed -gallery of spectators and 
the Demon bench went wild. 

His time was 2:30.8, smashing 
by two seconds the record he had 
set at Vanderbilt University the 
week before. 

mick. When a Southeastern 
Conference school, or a South- 
western Conference school, 
goes in for swimming, it goes 
all the way. 

With shoestring operations like 
Vanderbilt, Tennessee Tech, North- 
western and innumerable northern 
schools, swimming programs are 
more "sport for sport's sake." 

So, until NSC arranges a sche- 
dule comparable to its size or goes 
big-time — and that's neither likely 
nor advisable — it will be well to 
take the swimming team's record 
with several grains of salt. 

The situation brings to mind a 
wrestling bout attended only by the 
floor sweeper and the ticket seller. 
When the two spectators started 
clamoring for more life, the referee 
turned and silenced them with the 
old line, "You're getting your 
money's worth." 

In this year's case, you are, too.

Revon's Scoring In NSC Nafaforium Today At 4 P. M. 
Mark for Season 



The phenomenal scoring of 
Northeast State center Bill Bradley 
and Northwestern's replacing of 
Louisiana Tech as leagueleader 
highlighted the week of Gulf States 
Conference basketball. 

Bradley scored 31 points as the 
Monroe Tribe lost to Southern Il- 
linois by 107-87 Wednesday night, 
upping his total for the season to 
547 points, only 68 short of the rec- 
ord set by Mississippi Southern's 
Nick Revon in 1952.

Graduate Courses 

A new enrollment record 
was set at Northwestern State 
college for this semester with 
the registration of 1730 stu- 
dents, according to Registrar 
Otis R. Crew, following the 
close of registration Wednes- 
day. 

This semester's count represents 
an increase of 24.4 ger -cent over 
last spring's enrollment'. A total of 
1.309 students was registered at 
that time. ^ 

One hundred fifty-two advanced 
students have enrolled in the NSC 
graduate school for the first gradu- 
ate courses ever to be offered here. 

A breakdown of figures from 
the registrar's office revealed the 
following: 

School of arts and sciences, 202; 
school of applied arts and sciences, 
280; school of education, 760; and 
the school of nursing, 336. Women 
students, 902 and men students, 
828.

In at least two editorials this year, the Current Sauce has 
expressed its opinion on an issue that we feel has long been 
in need of some remedial attention — in short, the regulations 
governing the curfew for NSC's coeds. 

Now, for the first this year (and without meaning to be 
overly-optimistic) it begins to look like the situation will at 
least get some attention, or discussion, as the case may be. 

At a meeting of the Student council this past Monday 
night, this writer brought the matter up, intending to test the 
council's reaction. 

As it turned out, those members present were unanimous 
in the opinion that a revised set of rules would be a good thing 
for the Student body, and therefore a good thing for the col- 
lege. 

A discussion, of an unofficial nature, followed, the result 
being a decision (still unofficial) to take the matter up at the 
next council meeting. 

This, then, could conceivably give birth to the first step 
toward the long - awaited alterations. 

If the Council can reach an agreement, in the form of a 
resolution, as to exactly what changes should be made; and 
if the Student senate approves this resolution, and lastly, if 
the AWS gives its assent, then the proposal can duly be 
brought to the attention of the administration. 

Whether or not all these steps are absolutely essential, 
we don't know, but if there is any such thing as a combined 
student voice speaking, this would most certainly be it. 

It is our hope, then, that those governing bodies concern- 
ed will agree on some definited changes and get the move- 
ment started. 

If they will do this, and if the administration will render 
a fair decision on what seems to us a completely reasonable 
request, then perhaps before too long, the coeds at this col- 
lege will be accorded the same considerations that those from 
other nearby schools have been taking for granted for years.

Host Tech Tuesday; 
Trek to Northeast 
Saturday in Finale 

Northwestern's conference- 
leading Demons move into the 
"Showdown" stage of this 
year's Gulf States Conference 
basketball chase next week 
when they battle the number 
Two and Three teams in con- 
ference standings, Louisiana 
Tech and Northeast. 

The Purple and White cag- 
ers host a tough band of Tech 
Bulldogs here Tuesday night 
in the last home showing of the 
campaign, then move north to 
invade Northeast Saturday 
night to ring down the curtain 
on the 1954-55 regular season. 

Coach Charles (Red) Thomas' 
Demon Driblers will enter the 
Tech fray one full game ahead of 
the Doggies with an 8-2 record 
against Tech's 7-3. But another 
Bulldog win would probably throw 
both teams into second place be- 
hind Northeast's fast-coming In- 
dians. 

"Men to Watch" in the Tech tilt 
are forward L. V. Norris, center 
Chester Coker, forward Jap Gul- 
lat and experienced guards Billy 
Wiggins and Bill Bailey. With Nor- 
ris, the leading scorer in La. Poly 
history, Coker and Wiggins doing 
most of the pointmaking, Gullat 
and Bailey are both clutch-playing 
"floor men" and good rebounders. 

Earlier in the season La. Tech 
defeated NSC at Ruston 81 to 80. 

Following the clash with the 
Techsters, the Demon quintet rolls 
into Monroe Saturday night in an 
effort to accomplish what no GSC 
member and very few other teams 
have done this year, beat North- 
east on the Indians' home hunting 
grounds. The Injuns, seeking re- 
venge for NSC's 101-94 victory at 
Natchitoches last month, will 
throw the most dangerous 1-2 scor- 
ing punch in the conference's his- 
tory at the Thomasmen. 

Poker-faced guard Melvin Gib- 
son, All-GSC last season, and 6'3" 
pivot Bill Bradley, who is practi- 
cally assured of breaking Nick Rev- 
on's old one-season scoring record, 
will be Coach Arnold Kilpatrick's 
big chiefs in Operation Demon. 

Bradley and Gibson were swap- 
ping the confrenece scoring lead 
back and forth like a hot potato 
early in the season, until Gibson

Northwestern Outlasts Centenary In 79-76 Overtime Thriller 



Evenly-distributed scoring 
and a fairy-tale finish engi- 
neered by substitute guard 
Ronnie Lebo, a freshman from 
Winamac, Ind., highlighted 
Northwestern's 79 to 76 over- 
time victory over Centenary's 
classy Gentlemen here Thurs- 
day night in one of the most 
thrilling cage tilts ever wit- 
nessed in the Men's Gym. 

Lebo's long one-handed set shot 
in the last twenty seconds threw 
the game into overtime after Cen- 
tenary had frozen a lead for the 
last eight minutes of regulation 
time. 

In scoring, guard Dick Brown 
led NSC with 20. He scored six in 
the first half, six in the second 
half and eight in the overtime per- 
iod. Guard Bill Collinsworth was 
second with 12, followed by for- 
ward George McConathy's 11, 9 by 
center "Loopy" Langston, 8 apiece 
by seniors "Sister" Walker and 
"Buddy" Thomas, 5 for Lebo, 4 for 
sub center Travis Randies and 2 
for steady forward Waple Lilley. 

Burl Plunkett, Centenary's All- 
American forward, salvaged 
high-score honors with 22. 

Following is a goal-by-goal ac- 
count of the thriller, which is an 
experiment on the part of the 
"Sauce" sports staff: 

GOAL BY GOAL 

The lead changed hands seven 
times in the first nine minutes, as 
both teams were badly off their 
feed. Walker drew first blood for 
the Demons with a driving two- 



pointer. Edelen of Centenary then 
hit the first of two free throws.

Viskozki swished a 
jumpshot before three straight 
buckets by Brown on the fast 
break, Walker with his irresistable 
drive and McConathy's set shot 
gave the Demons their most com- 
fortable lead, 25 to 15, with seven 
minutes left in the half. 

Emmons got a jump shot, Lang- 
ston sank two free throws and the 
Gents got back in serious conten- 
tion with two-pointers by Edelen 
(jump), Viskozki (set), and Plunk- 
ett (jump.) 

Brown provided a brief inter- 
lude by tallying on a set shot to 
make the score 29-23, but two 
jump shots by Edelen and Plun- 



kett narrowed it down to 29-27 

at the half. 
Centenary lost no time after the 
second-half tip-off as Teague count- 
ed with a jump shot, Plunkett sank 
two free throws and Edelen got 
loose for a lay-up to give the Gen- 
tlemen a 33-29 advantage. 

Brown again got in a word edge- 
wise with a long one-hander, but 
Viskozki replied with a jump shot 
and Plunkett hooked one in to give 
the Shreveporters a 37 to 31 ad- 
vantage. 

Lilley sank two free throws but 
the stubborn Gentlemen got it 
back, with two for interest, when 
Viskozki hit two free throws and 
Plunkett sank one from under the 
bucket. 

Brown hit a set shot and Em- 
mons followed with a driving 
beauty. Then McConathy dropped 
in a free toss and Plunkett gave 
Centenary its safest advantage 
with a jump shot, moving the 
score to 45-36, visitors' favor. 

Sub center Randies looped in a 
hook-shot and Collinsworth came 
through with a driving under- 
hander through the middle. Then 
Plunkett hit another hook before 
the Demons got back into business 
with two free throws by Ranldles 
and a "three-pointer" by Collins- 
worth when Bryceland Bill made 
a lay-up on the fast break, was 
fouled, and also made the free 
throw. 

Hayes, a Gent reserve, drove 
in for an insurance fielder but 
Collinsworth again pulled NSC 



within two points, at 4947, with 
a long one-hander. Then Teague 
made the Centenary outlook 
much brighter with a tip-in and 
two free throws. 
Thomas came back with a hook 
shot for Northwestern, but Visko- 
zki loped in a leaping shot from 
the keyhole to leave the margin at 
five points. Then the Demons 
came back again on Langston's 
hook and two gifties by Collins- 
worth to bring it to 55-53. 
Walker Ties Score 

That was sufficient to throw the 
Gentlemen into a "Cat-and-Mouse" 
freezing offense after Viskozki 
threw in a couple of free shots. 
Thrash sank a charity shot but 
McConathy followed with a set 
shot, Collinsworth made a free 
throw and Walker grabbed the re- 
bound from Collinsworth's second 
free throw attempt and pushed in 
a jump shot to knot the score at 
58-58. 

Then Plunkett found himself all 
alone under the basket, made a 
chip shot and added another for 
good measure when he was foul- 
ed in the act of shooting. Brown's 
two-pointer off the fast break 
brought it to within 61-60, but 
Thrash almost sewed it up by sink- 
ing two free throws on Collins- 
worth's fifth foul. 

Thomas, an old Centenary nem- 
esis who became 22 years old Fri- 
day, lit a couple of important cand- 
les on his birthday cake from the 
15-foot line to keep Northwestern 
in the game. Emmons had a chance 



to put it on ice with two free 
throws, but he missed the first. 

With 20 seconds left in regula- 
tion time, Lebo, who had come in 
as Collinsworth's replacement, took 
a pass from Brown, moved calmly 
to the head of the keyhole and- 
threw up a one-hander that barely 
skimmed the rim as it passed 
through. 

Centenary got off four shots 
before the buzzer, but Thomas 
grabbed the rebound off the . 
fourth and brought about the 
extra five minutes by hanging 
onto the ball. 
Combs gave Centenary an early; 
overtime lead with a jump shot, 
but Brown erased it with a jumjfc 
of his own. Plunkett made the sec-, 
ond of two free throw efforts to. 
give the Gents their last lead, j 
Walker hit a push-shot from the: 
corner, McConathy got two free 
throws and Brown clicked twicer 
from charity alley to give NSC 4jj 
72-67 lead with less than two min- 
utes left. Plunkett threw in ft' 
jump shot, but Lebo came through, 
again with one free throw and 6 
two-pointer off the fast break.

Mo- 
reno was about 100 yards behind 
him when Ballard reached the In- 
firmary and had taken a ten yard 
lead over Johnson. 

Johnson began his sprint at 
the Natatorium and caught Mo- 
reno as they came around the 



curve by the Home Ec cottage 
and began the straigM-away 
sprint. He had a very good finish 
and outlasted the tired DeRid- 
derite by about a yard. 

Mike Torrans finished fourth 
and Johnny Dickerson fifth as they 
entered to give their fraternity

"Maggie" Higgins, Famous Feminine 
Correspondent, To Speak Here Mar. 1 

Marguerite Higgins, or "Maggie", as she is more popularly known, the New York Her- 
ald's widely acclaimed woman war correspondent, will speak here March 1 in the Fine Arts 

auditorium at 10 a. m. ^ ~ 

The topic of Miss Higgins' 
speech, appropriately selected, con- 
sidering her recent completion of 
a 15,000 mile trip through Russia 
and Siberia, will be "Russia As I 
Saw It." 

Maggie, whose travels seem to be 
second only to those of Dulles, has 
covered the Geneva Conference 
and the front lines in Indo-China, 
as well as Russia, all since last 
spring. 

She was on hand when the firing 
began in Korea, too, reporting for 
23 weeks on every phase of the 
fighting. When the now-famous 
Inchon landing took place, Maggie 
shattered Marine Corps precedent 
and became the first woman in 
history to accompany them on a 
beachhead invasion. 

When General Walker ordered 
her to the rear lines for her own 
protection, she objected firmly 
with "I'm here as a reporter, not as 
a woman." 

MacArthur took her side 1 and 
back she went into the middle of 
the fighting. 

On her trip through Russia, Miss 
Higgens says, "I was lucky. The 
Russian police only detained me 
16 times during my two-and-one- 
half-month visit. During that time 
I travelled alone over 13,500 miles 
in all sections of Russia, including 
Siberia."

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Swimming Team Meets Texas Here in '55 Finale 

Northwestern Bids For Half-Championship At Northeast Tonight 



Winner of Monroe 
Scrap To Share 
Crown With Tech 

A half-share in the Gulf 
States Conference champion- 
ship is the prize which awaits 
the winner of tonight's North- 
western - Northeast basketball 
game at Monroe. 

Tip-off time is 8 p. m., with the 
game slated for the Ouachita High 
School gym. 

Louisiana Tech's red-hot Bull- • 
dogs, which outstripped NSC 93 
to 72 at Natchitoches Tuesday 
night, cinched half of the GSC 
bunting last night by slamming 
past Southwestern at Ruston, 
105-65. 

Northwestern can grab the other 
half with a win over the high-scor- 
ing Injuns tonight, but if North- 
east wins they still must defeat 
SLI at Lafayette to sthare the 
throne with the Techsters. 

The Monroe Tribe will probably 
enter the fray as favorites since 
they haven't lost a home game 
this year to a GSC oponent. With 
a 2-3 record for road conference 
games, the Redskins have won a 
five of their home loop games. 

Overall, Northeast is the con- 
ference's "winningest" team, with 
a 20-12 season record. The Demons 
18-7 mark is the highest percent- 
age of victories, however, .720. 

Pivotman Bill Bradley and guard 
Melvin Gibson give Coach Arnold 
Kilpatrick's Indians the most dang- 
erous "Inside-Outside" scoring 
punch in Gulf States history. 

Bradley and Gibson were prep 
teammates at Bismarck, Missouri, 
high school. Both are averaging 
over 20 points a game this year. 
Bradley has already broken the 
conference's one-season scoring 
record set in 1952 by Mississippi 
Southern's Nick Revon, and the 
Injun center sets a new record 
every time he scores. 

Gibson, the GSC's highest scorer 
and an All-Conference selection 
last year, scored 38 points when 
Northwestern opened its confer- 
ence schedule at Natchitoches last 
month by edging the Redskins 101 
to 94. 

Bradley scored 20 in that one 
and sharpshooting guard Bobbie 
Patterson, another Missourian, . 
contributed 14 to the Tribal 
cause with a pinpoint-accurate 
two-handed set shot. 

Thomas is expected to go with 
the same combination that has 
brought home the bacon 18 times 
in 25 outings thus far. 

Bill Collinsworth and Dick 
Brown will start at the guard slots, 
with Ronnie Lebo and "Sister" 
Walker ready for relief duty. 
George McConathy and either 
Walker or Waple Lilley will man 
the forward positions. 

At center "Buddy" Thomas and 
"Loopy" Langston will hold down 
the fort, while Travis Randies pro- 
vides - more - than - adequate rein- 
forcements. From time to time 
McConathy will shift to the post, 
with Thomas, Langston or Randies 
moving to forward. 

More is at stake in the regular- 
season finale than the GSC cham- 
pionship, since the district NAIA 
Committee will meet at the Bent- 
ley Hotel in Alexandria Sunday 
afternoon to determine the nature 
of the playoffs, which will decide

With outstanding season records, 
Louisiana Tech and Northwestern 
are practically assured of playoff 
berths. Results of this week-end's 
games, however, will determine 
whether the playoff is a two-of- 
three series between NSC and 
Tech or a four-team tournament. 

In either event, it will be run 
off sometime next week. 



Five Northwestern seniors will participate in their last 
regular-season basketball game when the Demons invade 
Northeast tonight. 

Bill Collinsworth, "Sister" Walker, "Buddy" Thomas, 
Waple Lilley and Travis Randies have travelled many roads 
together, some bumpy and some smooth, but their route is 
short now. 

Collinsworth, Walker, Thomas and Lilley have been NSC's 
meal tickets for four years, Randies for two. 

The speed of a Walker, the smooth finesse of a Collins- 
worth or Thomas, the clutch work, Dusty Rhodes style, of a 
Lilley or Randies — will all be memories to NSC fans before 
long. 

They've had good nights and bad, these five and their 
fellow travellers. Some of the good were mighty good, and 
some of the bad were nightmares. 

As a team, though, they've done right well for themselves 
and for the school. In the last four years Northwestern has won 
80 and lost 37 — that's .684 percentage - wise. Discounting the 
first year — which was a complete rebuilding job that saw 
three of the then-freshmen in starting positions — this fire- 
house five has a 63-26 mark, or .709. 

There may not be any All-Americans of the Jodie Stouta- 
mire or Hound McConathy pattern in the group, but how 
many teams in the Bayou Belt can you think of, offhand, that 
have won twice as many as they've lost over a four-year 
stretch? 

Looking Back: 

The 1951-52 year, termed a complete rebuilding job, pro- 
duced 17 wins and 14 losses. Sparked by Thomas, Walker and 
Collinsworth in early season games and transfer center Ken 
Shaw later, the Demons did much better than anyone expect- 
ed them to, mainly on hustle and scrap. 

That was the year Lilley made the final basket that pro- 
vided a one-point edge over Louisiana Tech. A clutch man all 
the way back 

Ranked fifth in the GSC tournament, NSC went to the 
finals before losing to Mississippi Southern (Nick Revon, Tom 
Gallagher, Jeep Clark, Tom Bishop, etc.) in an overtime-period 
finals, 74 to 77. 

The Demons got a bid to the NAIB (since changed to 
NAIA) tournament and beat Southeastern before losing to 
Centenary in another overtime heartbreaker, 53-54, in the fin- 
als. 

The 1952-53 season, NSC was poison to non-conference 
teams and erratic inside the GSC. That year's crew beat every 
team it played at least once. 

Lilley again sparkled as the Demons beat Texas A. & M. 
of the Southwest Conference, 58 to 53. He came off the bench 
in the last ten minutes to score 10 points. 

Northwestern finished its regular season by beating Tech, 
the conference champs, 80-78, and shellacking Centenary (the 
Toar Hester-Connie Mach Rea-Spud Ramirez era) 72 to 64. 
Collinsworth showed the way in the last two games with 31 
against Tech, 23 against Centenary. 

They, too, went to the NAIA tournament, but lost out in 
the first round to Centenary, 59-65. 

Last year the Demons won 23 and lost 9, losing only one 
of 12 conference games. Here Randies entered the picture, 
making Happy Mahfouz of Spring Hill unhappy with a last- 
half splurge that sank the Badgers. 

The tall Texan also came through with some timely clutch 
work in the second Southeastern game, helping the Demons 
to a win and a tie for the GSC championship. Northwestern 
played Southeastern in a two-of-three NAIA playoff, losing the 
first, winning the second and dropping the last at Hammond. 

And this year? An unwritten chapter, but most observers 
are thinking that the "Old Guard" has saved its best for last. 

Regardless of how the book ends, those five empty lock- 
ers will look awfully cold and vacant next year. How'd you like 
to flip back to Chapter One and start over?

Northwestern's swimming 
team closes out a season that 
has been only so-so in wins and 
losses but highly successful in 
other ways against the power- 
ful University of Texas Long- 
horns in the NSC Natatorium 
today at 2:30 p. m. 

With two wins and three losses 
going into the Texas meet, Coach 
John Piscopo's salty Demonfisb. 
are definite underdogs as they 
attempt to raise their season record 
to sea level (.500) against the pow- 
erful Texas crew. 

Texas has already taken 
the measure of the Univer- 
sity of Florida Alligators 
this year, two days before 
the Florida crew defeated 
Northwestern 46Ms to 37 Vz 
at Natchitoches. 

Southwest Conference schools 
have participated in swimming for 
23 years, with Texas winning 19 
outright championships and tying 
for one more. In the last two de- 
cades 23 Ail-American swimmers 
and divers have come out of the 
Austin school. 

Hadden set the pool rec- 
ord two years ago by de- 
feating the great Tommy 
Kehoe and gaining a tie for 
his team in the NSC-UT 
meet. That loss was Kehoe's 
only setback in the NSC Nat- 
atorium that year. 
"Three swimmers, two divers 
and hope for a leak," could well 
be the motto of the 1955 Demon- 
fish. Versatile Ray Timm, long- 
distance swimmer Jon Larry Starr 
and sprinter Dean Clark have com- 
bined with diving phenomenons 
"Sonny" Hoff and Benny Wise to 
account for 3/4 of NSC's points this 
season. 

Yeoman service has been turn- 
ed in by inexperienced but hard- 
working freshmen Johnny Tinnell, 
Larry Bell, Ken Terwey and Bobby 
Knighton. Sophomores Karl Ram- 
mer, a letterman, and Arthur Se- 
ward are other NSC point-getters. 

Tinnell won the 200-yard breast 
stroke event two weeks ago as the 
Demonfish fell before SMU, 50-34. 
The only other two NSC first places 
in the SMU scrap were by Timm in 
the back stroke and Wise in div- 
ing. 

Timm, who holds five school 
records, is leading scorer on the 
squad with 47%, followed by 
Starr with 41% and Clark with 
38%. 

In the diving event, Northwest- 
ern has an amazing record of cap- 
turing first and second in every 
meet. Wise has won four and Hoff 
one this year.

"The team that wouldn't 
quit" closed out its 1954-55 
basketball season at Ruston 
Thursday night as Northwest- 
ern dropped the deciding game 
of the best two-of-three Dis- 
trict 18 NAIA playoffs to Lou- 
isiana Tech's sharpshooting 
Bulldogs, 92 to 95.

The other National league game 
featured a rough-and-tumble affair 
which saw 30 fouls called before 
Sigma Tau finally took the measure 
of the Married Men by a 43-35 ver- 
dict. In this crucial game Tau came 
from behind a 19-16 halftime de- 
ficit with Bob Wilson, an All-Stater 
from Bolton, and Ted Duggan net- 
ting 13 and 11 points respectively 
to lead the comeback. 

The American league produced 
the closest games of the week with 
la Demons taking the lead for the 
first time in the game with only 15 
seconds left to play. Jerry Cloutier 
layed a one-hander in to give his 
team a 39-38 hard fought victory. 
The Crew Cuts led the entire game 
by at least five points, but a bar- 
rage of buckets in the last two min- 
utes pulled la Demons within strik- 
ing range before Cloutier sank the 
clincher. 

Tuesday night the Cowboys pull- 
ed an identical stunt as they edged 
past Lambda Zeta in another Am- 
erican league tilt by a 46-44 score. 
The fat five lead at halftime 24-18. 
Arthur Seward was high for the 
winners with 15 points, but had to 
surrender high point honors for the 
game to David Graham of the Zeta- 
ites who sank 17 markers. 

In the other American league 
game the Nat Boys downed the 
Crew Cuts 54-40 with Hugh Fair- 
cloth and Jack McBride leading the 
winners with 19 and 13 points re- 
spectively and Jimmy Haley top- 
ping the losers with 13 points. 

All other games of the week were 
clear victories with only the Phi 
Kap-Raunchers game seeing the 
winners have to come from behind 
to win. In this game Kap failed to 
get their sights adjusted in the 
first quarters but pulled ahead to 
a 22-17 halftime lead and ended 
the game with a comfortable 52- 
$3 win. 

Kenneth Smith copped high 
point honors as he popped in 17 
points for the losers. Harry Moore, 
Ben Singletary, and Harless Thomp- 
son were high for the Kappers with 
Moore sinking 11 points and his 
teammates trailing him by one 
each. 

In the other Texas league tilts 
the Confederate Gents, last year's 
champions, rolled past the Outlaws 
53-36. The Gents controlled a small 
24-21 halftime lead but built up 
that margin with Robert "Juice" 
Orban and Mike Pacheco sinking 
18 and 17 points respectively as 
they completely commanded the 
backboards. The Outlaws had re- 
ceived a forfeit earlier in the week 
from the Gamma Rays. 

The Southern league furnished 
the same results as the Texas with 



Monday the Carpet Baggers took 
a 24-2 first quarter lead and eased 
on to a 86-31 final score. Edmuth 
Sigler collected 46 points to break 
Ronald Byrd's scoring record of 29 
points set against them in the semi- 
finals last year. Their 86 points 
also broke the team high score 
set by the Hotshots in the same 
game last year. 

Thursday night the Chowhounds, 
the Mexican league champions, 
mounted the floor obviously trying 
to break the short-lived records; 
and they did. The Hounds took 62- 
19 halftime lead and then poured 
in 72 points in the second half to 
easily break the Carpet Baggers 
record. McDonald also rolled past 
Sigler's three day old record by 
amassing 58 points. Tom George 
was high for the Fatmen each 
night with 11 and 13 points respec- 
tively. 

The two teams broke the record 
for the most points made in a game 
by both teams. There is one conso- 
lation that the Fat Five can boast 
of; with the exception of Tom 
George they will outweigh any 
team in the league. 

Next week will be a crucial one 
for teams in the American and 
National leagues with the Cow- 
boys playing the Nat Boys and the 
Crew Cuts and Lambda Zeta chal- 
lenging la Demons. In the Ameri- 
can league the Carpet Baggers 
play the Married Men and Sigma 
Tau and the Married Men meet 
the Chowhounds in the National 
league. 

In the Southern league the Ath- 
letes and Draft Dodgers play in a 
match which could easily deter- 
mine first place in that league, 
while in the Texas league the Phi 
Kap-Outlaw game could tell-the- 
tale for the losers. 

The Chowhounds and Sigma Tau 
are tied for first place in the Na- 
tional league with 1-0 records while 
the Nat Boys, la Demons, and 
Cowboys share identical 1-0 records 
in the American league. 

In the Texas league Phi Kap and 
the Confederate Gents post 1-0 rec- 
ords and in the Southern league 
the Draft Dodgers, Be Bops, and 
Athletes have 1-0 records.

The question of the hour seems to be "Could the Associ- 
ated Press' All-Gulf States Conference first team beat the sec- 
ond team?" Public opinion is split about 50-50 on the issue. 

Selecting any kind of Ail-Star team is a tough job, no 
matter which way you look at it. In the kind of rat race that 
this year's conference chase turned out to be, the best "All-" 
team would probably be the one that was picked at random 
out of a hat. 

For instance, there's the center position. Northeast's Bill 
Bradley easily broke Nick Revon's old one-season conference 
scoring record, and finished the season with a 20-plus average 
per game. Up until late January Bradley looked like a cinch 
for the position. 

But along came 6'5" Bill Riegel, a McNeese Cowboy just 
out of the service, and Riegel set two new scoring records — av- 
eraging 25.5 points a game against GSC competition and scor- 
ing 42 points in one game. 

The AP team put Riegel on the second team at a forward 
position, but Wild Bill was definitely a pivot on the two nights 
Northwestern met the Cowpokes, scoring 29 the first and 32 
the second. 

How about guards? Certainly Melvin Gibson of Northeast 
and Dick Sharp of Southeastern are two of the finest long-shot 
artists in the Deep South, but a pair of Demons named Dick 
Brown and Bill Collinsworth, along with Tech's crafty Billy 
Wiggins, could be classified on an equal with them on any 
given night. 

Our choices would be Brown and Wiggins, but — there 
again— you have the tough job of selecting an All-Star team. 
And we don't pretend to be as good judges as the seven GSC 
coaches. 

Only at forwards is everyone in complete accord. In that 
department L. V. Norris of Tech and NSC's George McCona- 
thy practically left the field in the starting gates. Unless, that 
is, you consider Riegel a forward. 
It's all a big, vicious circle. 

CINDER PICK-UPS 
NSC track coach Walter Ledet will speak at a high school 
clinic in Shreveport this morning on field events. He'll prob- 
ably be well versed on the subject, as NSC cinder teams have 
produced two conference shot put championships, two javelin 
championships and one discus championship in his three 
years at the Demon helm. 

Ledet, incidentally, holds the All-Time school record in 
the discus throw at 1387". By coincidence, that fits to the inch 
the conference held by Loyola's Ray Rocker. 

Speaking of track speakers, Glenn Cunningham — one of 
the greatest athletes of all time — will talk in an NSC assemb- 
ly March 3. Cunningham formerly held the World's Record in 
the mile at 4:06.8, but that was before Gunder ((The Wonder) 
Haegg and those two Limeys, Roger Bannister and John 
Landy, came along.

Letters To The 
Editor 

Dear Sir: ' 

What is the meaning of a work- 
ing Scholarship? It seems that 
some of the school officials have 
the idea that the students at the 
Dining Hall are working there not 
only for their monthly one-hundred 
hour quota, but that they are plac- 
ed there solely for the convenience 
of the school officials, faculty, 
townspeople;, civic organizations, 
and various and sundry other peo- 
ple who decide to have cheap ban- 
quets on the campus. By cheap, we 
mean that the student workers do- 
nate their time, which obviously is 
at the disposal of the officials, to 
serving at these little get-to-geth- 
ers, regardless of the amount of 
studying they are required to do 
by their instructors, who, incident- 
ally are usually present at these 
occasions. It seems to be summed 
up in a few words of one of our 
higher education officials, who, 
when asked why they didn't get 
paid for previous banquets and 
were often behind in their studies 
because they had to serve from five 
to ten o'clock at night, said, "If 
you can't work and study, you 
should never have come to college." 
It would seem that work, irregard- 
less of the set quota, is far more 
important than the student's stud- 
ies. 

The dining hall workers must 
obey the wishes of the officials if 
they wish to continue their college 
career, but it seems that some sys- 
tem should be provided whereby 
the student workers would be re- 
imbursed for work done above the 
one-hundred hour quota. After all, 
this is a democratic government, 
and the way the student workers 
are treated does not appear to be 
very democratic.

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Would A Union Help? 



On this same page of the Current Sauce this week appears 
a letter of protest from those students holding working scholar- 
ships in the student dining hall. 

Since we have heard similar complaints in regard to 
other student workers, and since some sixteen signatures af- 
fixed to this letter would seem to verify the charges, we feel 
obligated to voice an opinion on the matter. 

Any student on this campus who has a working scholar- 
ship also has a monthly quota of hours to put in at his job, 
whether it be in the dining hall or the library. 

In our estimation, if a student is given a specific number 
of hours to work each month, then the contract should be kept 
by both parties concerned — the college and the student. 

If the worker is obliged in any manner to put in that num- 
ber, then the college is equally obligated to reimburse him for 
any extra time worked, regardless of its purpose. 

A student worker has more than earned his money by 
working the prescribed time, when you consider the fact that 
he is paid less than fifty cents an hour for work that, in some 
cases, requires considerable skill. 

To require extra time of him without additional pay is 
only taking advantage of the fact that he needs the job to fi- 
nance his college education. 

Since, as the letter in this issue said, the student is here 
primarily to secure a better education, it is an injustice to 
even ask him to work overtime out of the goodness of his 
heart.

Cindermen Oppose 
Lions, Cowboys 
At Lake Charles

Coach Walter Ledet unveils his 
1955 Northwestern State track and 
field squad on the Lake Charles 
High School cinder paths at 1:30 
this afternoon in a triangular meet 
between the Demons, Southeast- 
ern Lions and McNeese Cowboys. 

NSC is defending two straight 
Gulf States Conference track cham- 
pionships and two straight North- 
western Relays championships. 
Last year the Demon thinclads al- 
so placed third at the Southern 
AAU Meet, with Loyola winning 
and Northwestern one-half point 
behind LSU. 

Eight regulars were lost from 
last year's team, including school 
and conference record-holders 
"Doak" Walker (440) and "Hobo" 
Rider (two mile.) Sixteen lettermen 
have returned to aid the Purple 
and White cause, plus an out- 
standing group of newcomers. 

Southeastern placed fourth at the 
conference meet last year with 
55Vi points, following Southwest- 
ern (57), Louisiana Tech (63) and 
Northwestern (96%.) McNeese fin- 
ished last with 3 points. 

Coach Dan Rogas' SLC Lions will 
be favored in the hurdles, although 
some highly-touted McNeese fresh- 
men will be aiming at upsets in 
these events. Les Robinson, de- 
fending GSC champion in both 



hurdk events, and freshman 
"Sonny" Chandler — most out- 
standing prep trackster at last sea- 
son's NSC Relays — are the top 
Southeastern threats in the timber- 
topping races. 

Donald Browning of Southeast- 
ern placed third in the broad 
jump at last year's conference 
meet, but will have his hands full 
in Demon Jack Bice. Gerald Stone, 
the Lions' football tackle heading 
toward the pro circuits, was third 
in the discus behind Northwest- 
ern's Charlie Johnson. 

The high jump will feature a 
duel between Northwestern's Ted 
Duggan and Southeastern's Robin- 
son and freshman Burl Carpenter. 

In the pole vault McNeeee's Bert 
Clark tied with Northwestern's 
Clyde Chesson and Lacey Lofton 
for second place at the '54 con- 
ference meet. Lofton won't com- 
pete today because of an injured 
ankle, but he will be replaced by 
James Modisette and freshman 
Robert Farrar. 

According to Coach Wayne Han- 



son, the McNeese thinclads are 
weak on overall depth but shoud 
"hold their own" in the sprints, 
hurdles and middle-distance runs. 
Other Cowpoke strongholds are the 
pole vault and broad jump.

Mike Torrans Wins 
Badminton Crown 

Defending State Badminton 
Champion Mike Torrans added the 
Intramural Badminton crown to 
his laurels Tuesday night as he 
bettered 25 hopeful contenders in 
a four-hour tournament. Torrans 
bested "Red" King in the finals of 
the annual meet 15-5, 6-15, 15-7.

'Kap also 
remained in contention with 
Leach's fine showing. Tau totaled 
85 points, the Athletes 80, and Phi 
Kap 70 while the Gents could mus- 
ter only 30 markers. The Gents 
now have 920, Tau 850, the Ath- 
letes 819, and Kap 616. 

Little Tom George, playing for 
the Fat Five, staged the biggest 
Upset of the night as he eliminated 
last year's Intramural champion 
"Red" Cook in the preliminaries. 
He was then edged out in the quar- 
ter finals by Carr 15-12, 15-13. 

Torrans beat another "Red," 
totaling three for the night, in the 
quarter finals.

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Northwestern Gym Team To Host MidSouth Meet Tonight 



Meet Is Largest 
In History Of La. 

"Northwestern's gymnastic team 
plays host to the biggest Gym Meet 
in Louisiana history when teams 
from three states compete for the 
1955 Mid-South Invitational Inter- 
collegiate championship in the 
Men's Gym tonight. 

Two squads from Louisiana, 
three from Texas and one from 
Kansas are scheduled to participate 
in the gymfest. Texas offers the 
University of Texas, coached by 
Bill Crenshaw, Texas A. & M., 
coached by Nick Pontheiux, and 
Abilene Christian College, coach- 
ed by Larry Carroll. 

Host Northwestern State and 
Louisiana State University will 
represent Louisiana. NSC is coach- 
ed by John Piscopo and LSU by 
Ben Duhon. The long Kansas entry 
is Kansas State College, coached 
by Frank Thompson. 

Northwestern is favored to re- 
peat as team champion, although 
Kansas State's strength is un- 
known. NSC has a string of six 
straight victories to protect, includ- 
ing four last year and two — the 
Gulf AAU and Southwestern AAU 
— this season. 

The Demons have already beat- 
en Texas and Texas A. & M. this 
year, but the Longhorns have a 
strong team and could be the 
Meet's "Dark Horse" entry. 

Several MidSouth records may 
be broken during the meet with 
the Rope Climb and Ail-Around 
the most likely to fall. 

Northwestern's Barry Johnson 
set a Southwestern AAU rope- 
climb record of 4.8 seconds at Fort 
Worth last week. The MidSouth 
standard is 4.9, set by Tommy 
Ragland of NSC. 

In the Ail-Around competition, 
NSC's sophomore sensation, Fred 
(Sonny) Martinez, piled up 137.1 
points at Fort Worth. The record 
in tomorrow's meet is 116.6, held 
by Demon Al Kopp. Martinez also 
stands a good chane of upping the 
Free Calisthenics standard of 23.1. 

Jim Heatherly of Texas Univer- 
sity will be out to break his own 
record in the Side Horse event. He 
has already bettered the old mark 
by 1.4 points this year. 

Events in the college meet will 
include Free Calisthenics, Long 
Horse, Rope Climb, Horizontal Bar, 
Parallel Bars, Rings, Ail-Around, 
Tumbling and Trampoline in that 
order. A special tumbling exhibi- 
tion will be held after the Still 
Ring competition. 

Competition on high-School level 
will be held in the afternoon be- 
ginning at 2. College competition 
begins promptly at 7 p. m. 

Ten high schools will compete in 
the trampoline and tumbling only 
in the prep meet. Both girls and 
boys will compete with a division 
for each. 

High schools already entered are 
Greenwood, West Monroe, Neville, 
Natchitoches, Istrouma of Baton 
Rouge, Baton Rouge High School, 
Louisiana School for the Deaf, Fair 
Park of Shreveport, Byrd of Shre- 
veport, and St. Joseph Academy of 
Baton Rouge.

Plans Pigeonholed 
For Stadium Work 

Plans initiated several months 
ago for the construction of men's 
housing in the stadium have been 
abandoned temporarily.

Phillip Deane. . . 

/ Was A Captive 
In Korea - Review 

Catherine Basco 

As one critic pointed out: "I Was 
A Captive in Korea is probably the 
most perceptive book that came 
out of the War in Korea. . ." 

Phillip Deane, whose real name 
is Svoronos-Gigantes, was a Greek 
sent out by the Observor of London 
as a correspondent to cover the 
war. The author was a prisoner of 
the enemy in Korea for two years- 
and nine months. 

His Korea is the doomed Korea 
of 1950. To this hell hole where 
doctors worked unceasingly, un- 
concerned of their own wounds 
and fatigue, and where there was 
an ever-waiting line of wounded 
and dying, came the journalist- 
author. 

Besides putting "flesh on the 
bones of news reports" as one crit- 
ic states, Deane has also shown 
the stoutness of heart and physical 
being of those with whom he lived 
and many who died. A cleancut 
record of bravery and endurance, 
more than the author's own, and a 
grim picture of a gaunt country 
which is hard to defeat, since it has 
nothing to lose, this book is not 
only timely, realistic and absorb- 
ing, but also vivid, and full-packed 
with excitement and suspense.

THE CURRENT SAUCE, which 
you now hold in your hands, with 
its eight pages of five columns, or- 
iginated in 1913-1914 with four 
pages and three columns. That was 
a long time ago when there were 
four other kind of columns, also 
symbolic of this college, standing 
where there are now only three. 

The little paper, having no pic- 
tures and no headlines — only lab- 
els over stories — was sold for fifty 
cents a year. Since its origin it has 
developed rather haphazardly and 
inconsistently with the growth of 
the college. 

At one time it was published on 
very floppy sheets of newsprint 
the size of a daily newspaper. It 
has increased to as many as seven 
columns and diminished again to 
five; has been printed on slick 
white paper and newsprint; has 
functioned off and on during sum- 
mer sessions; and has been edited 
by men and women. 

THE CURRENT SAUCE reflects 
on its pages two world wars and 
the Korean conflict. In all these 
troublous times it strove to boost 
the war effort and outlook of stu- 
dents. It was considered an import- 
ant and necessary publication dur- 
ing the war and was allowed to 
continue even during the paper 
shortage.

Northwestern has seventy cand- 
les on its cake this year - - has its 
cake and can eat it, too. Seventy 
candles and three columns stand 
to bear witness to its beginning. 

Originally four white columns 
supported the east gable of the 
imposing colonial mansion, built 
in 1832 by Judge Henry Adams 
Bullard, prominent planter, his- 
torian and judge. The first school 
to occupy the mansion was the 
convent of the Ladies of the Sacred 
Heart, which moved into the 
building in 1856. In 1857 the Con- 
vent Building was erected. When 
the convent closed in 1875, the 
buildings were unused until 1884. 
One Candle 

In 1884 the town and parish of 
Natchitoches bought the property 
including the land of the original 
Bullard Plantation. A bill for es- 
tablishing a normal school in Lou- 
isiana was passed by the legisla- 
ture; Captain Leopold Caspari off- 
ered the present site; and school 
bells began ringing in 1885. 

In 1918, the two-year Normal be- 
came the Louisiana State Normal 
College, offering four years of 
work. 

Sixty Candles 

In 1944, the functions of the 
school having widened, a new name 
was inspired. By constitutional 
amendment the name was changed 
to Northwestern State College. 
Seventy Candles 
The legislature had provided for 
the establishment of graduate 
work in education in 1954. During

To be eligible for a letter, a stu- 
dent must participate in over half 
the tournaments entered by the 
squad. Tournaments this year in- 
cluded those in Ruston, Ada, Okla., 
Clinton and Jackson, Miss., Waco, 
Texas, Natchitoches, Nacogdoches, 
Texas, and Redlands, Calif.

Two Choral Works 
To Be Presented 

Thursday evening at 8 p. m. the 
Northwestern State College Music 
Department will present two out- 
standing choral works featuring 
two prominent guest soloists. 

"Requiem" by Johannes Brahms 
will be presented by the Natchito- 
ches-Northwestern Choral Society 
and will feature Lilian Gerow Mc- 
Cook, soprano, and Ralph Slifkin, 
baritone as soloists. This chorus 
is the same group which present- 
ed Handel's "MESSIAH" last De- 
cember and this marks the first 
time that two major choral works 
have been presented in the same 
year at NSC. 

The "Requiem" composed be- 
tween 1857-63, is completely re- 
ligious, yet non-liturgical, the com- 
poser himself having taken its 
texts from the Holy Scriptures. It 
is a bold departure from the usual 
form of a requiem in that rather 
than being cast as a mass for the 
departed dead, it is as message of 
hope and comfort to the remain- 
ing living. 

The second half of the program 
will be devoted to "THE PEACE- 
ABLE KINGDOM" By Randall 
Thompson, sung by the College 
Singers. This is a highly dramatic 
work consisting of eight sacred 
choruses with texts taken from the 
book of the Prophet Isaiah. It was 
commissioned by the League of 
Composers for the Harvard Glee 
Club and Radcliffe Choral Society. 

Both works will be conducted by 
Richard Lamb, Choral Director at 
NSC. Pianist will be Mary Ann 
Walton. 

There is no admission charge 
and the public is cordially invited. 
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Conductor Joseph Carlucci led 
the Natchitoches - Northwestern 
Concert Orchestra through its an- 
nual formal Spring Concert in the 
Fine Arts Auditorium Thursday 
night at 8:15 P. M. The usual re- 
ceptive audience was treated to a 
very expert rendition of well selec- 
ted music, which spotlighted the 
choral work of the Natchitoches 
Elementary Chorus. 

The performance opened with 
the unprogrammed National An- 
them. The opening overture from 
"Orpheus In The Underworld" well 
described the burlesque (on a well 
known myth) by Offenbach and 
featured a nice violin solo by Miss 
Sara Guitar, concert master. Bee- 
thoven's "Symphony No. 5" of 
World War n fame among freedom- 
seeking nations was enthusiasti- 
cally presented followed by the 
"Arioso" from Johann Sebastian 
Bach's Contata No. 156, which ex- 
hibited the beautiful melodic line 
so typical of the famous German 
composer. The closing offering in 
the opening section of the pro- 
gram was a group of Themes from 
"Piano Concerto No. 2 in C Minor" 
by Rachmaninoff, featuring pianist 
Wilbert Mason presenting the three 
themes which the selection center- 
ed around. 

After intermission time the Nat- 
chitoches Elementary Chorus was 
presented in six selections so well 
perfrmed that they drew excep- 
tional applause from the audience 
and deserved special comment 
from conductor Carlucci. The 
groijp, under the regular supervis- 
ion of Miss May Beville and Music 
Majors practice teachers, sang in 
beautiful three part harmony for 
treble voices. They sang: "The 
Skater's Waltz" by Waldtenfel; 
"Zum Gali Gali" of Palestine folk 
song origin; an old German round 
"Dona Nobis 'Pacem;" "Queen of 
the Night," borrowed from Hawaii; 
a well known Negro spiritual 
"Swing Low, Sweet Chariot;" and 
"The Orchestra," a delightful Aus- 
trian Folk song. 

For the last portion of the even- 
ing program, the orchestra played 
through the usual lighter part of 
the music they offered. First the 
"Russian Sailor's Dance" from the 
Russian ballet "The Red Poppy" 
ofered the listeners a theme with 
eleven variations that progressed 
faster and wilder with each vari- 
ation. Next time was the popular 
"Liebestraum" by Franz Listz, fol- 
lowed by Tschaikowsky's "Waltz of 
the Flowers," which is the delight- 
ful extract from "The Nutcracker 
Suite." The finale was also one of 
note by Tschaikowsky, "Marche 
Slave," which brought to a focus 
the fine interpretations that had 
been masterfully presented 
throughout the entire program. In 
tribute to the graduating seniors 
of the orchestra, Mr. Carlucci dedi- 
cated the NSC Alma Mater. 

Surely the performance was 
typical of the fine programs pre- 
sented by the Orchestra and North- 
western can well be proud of this 
group in its accomplishments in 
fine music.

Inviations have been issued to all 
NSC graduates who have majored 
in Industrial Education, to school 
administrators, and to industrial 
education personnel throughout 
the state for the big event. 

The general public is also invited 
to attend the dedication. The build- 
ing will be open all day for inspec- 
tion. 

According to Dr. Walter J. Rob- 
inson, head of the IE Department, 
the building was completed in time 
for the department to start all reg- 
ular work at the beginning of this 
semester. Minor adjustments and 
the addition of a circle drive and 
parking areas have delayed the 
dedication until today, however. 

Modern and functional in every 
respect, the IE Building — located 
behind the Religious Center — con- 
tains general shop, general metals, 
and graphic arts divisions, each 
housed in a separate section of the 



building. 

The interior walls and equipment 
are finished in pleasing color 
schemes. Adjoining the general 
shop is the drawing and planning 
room, which has glass partitions on 
two sides and natural uni-lateral 
lighting on the other, supplement- 
ed by diagonally hung flourescent 
lights. 

The general shop is arranged to 
offer courses in electricity, bench 
and art metals, woodwork and 
crafts. The general metals shop is 
equipped for work in machine 
tools, welding, pattern making and 



foundry practice, cold iron, and 
sheet metal. 

A Model 31 Linotype, Big Chief 
Offset press, Baum folder and per- 
forator, Consolidated process cam- 
era, and a complete photography 
dark room can be found in the 
graphic arts shop. 

The large classroom located in 
the west end of the building is 
provided with large Modern-fold 
curtains which permit the room to 
be used for a large assembly room, 
or — by closing the curtains — for 
two smaller classrooms.

Several Offices Require Run-offs 

Almost 600 students cast their ballots this past Tuesday in the annual student body elec- 
tions, climaxing one of the most colorful series of campaigns held on this campus in recent

Sauce To Install

Dean Dudley Fulton was in com- 
plete agreement with the proposal, 
stating that even though some of

Attracting most of the interest, 
perhaps, was the hotly-contested 
race for Current Sauce editor be- 
tween Hester Brown of Alexandria 
and Jon Larry Starr of Fayette- 
ville, Ark. Final tabulations show- 
ed 320 votes for her as compared 
with 267 for Starr. Miss Brown 
will assume her duties as editor 
next September. 

Weldon Walker of Jonesboro 
came out victorious in the battle 
for president of the Student Body 
Assn., beating Dan Chase of 
Waterproof 337 to 170. Coed Vice- 
president was taken by Hannah 
Haynes of Natchez, who collected 
341 votes against 205 for Janice 
Melton of Minden. 

Student Body treasurer will be 
decided in next week's run-off 
election, with J. D. Montgomery 
of Provencal and Agnes Cantrelle 
of Harvey in the final race. Can- 
trelle had 209 votes, Montgomery 
193 in Tuesday's race. 

For senior class president a run- 
off was necessary between Clyde 
Fulton of Monroe and Bob Wilson 
of Alexandria, the final vote being 
58 to 59, respectively. Irene Trev- 



illion of Waterproof won the sec- 
treasurer post with 70 ballots 
against 50 for Dewitt Duncan of 
Alexandria. 

Phil Wilcox, Natchitoches, and 
Benny Barron of Pineville are also 
in the run-off, getting 40 and 45 
votes, respectively, in the race for 
the junior class presidency. 

The Sophomore class president 
will require a second election, too, 
with Naomi Meadows of Merry- 
ville and Lloyd Swor of Pollock 
competing. In Tuesday's bout 
Swor received 90 to 78 for Mead- 
ows. 

Patsy White, Bossier, became the 
sophomore vice-president, winning 
over Darlene Harms of Natchito- 
ches in a 128 to 33 landslide. 

Helen Keith of Little Rock, Ark., 
one of this year's cheerleaders, 
cinched one of the yelling positions 
again, the other coed spot to be 
determined in a run-off between 
Liz Burford of Ferriday and 
Glenda Martin of Natchitoches. 
Tuesday's results showed 389 for 
Keith, 353 for Burford and 330 for 
Martin. 

In the boy's cheerleader race 
Clyde Fulton of Monroe, Mike 
Murphy of Natchitoches and Cecil 



Johnson of El Dorado, Ark. are in 
a three-way run-off, with 188, 225, 
and 231 votes in this week's elec- 
tion. Sonny Martinez of Baton 
Rouge clinched one of the spots 
with 341 ballots, so only one posi- 
tion remains to be filled in the 
final election. 

Seven officers were already filled 
before the election, with that many 
students being unopposed in the 
race. Harry Moore of Goldonna 
automatically became president of 
the student body, and Gerald Till- 
eux of Shreveport will be next 
year's Potpourri editor. 

Other unopposed candidates 
were Joyce Womack of Columbia, 
student body secretary; Dewitt 
Duncan of Alexandria, senior class 
secretary; Harold Wright of Flor- 
ien, senior class vice-president; 
Ray Timm of Little Rock, junior 
class vice-president; Billie Walk- 
er of Haynesville, junior class sec- 
treasurer; and Katina Manitzas of 
DeRidder, sophomore class sec- 
treasurer.

GSC Championship 

The Gulf States Conference 
is expected to graduate into 
the ranks of the South's "Big 
Time" track and field powers 
when the cinders have settled 
after the seventh running of 
the GSC meet on the North- 
western oval this afternoon 
and tonight. 

Coach Walter Ledet's host- 
ing NSC Demons will be favor- 
ed to take their third straight 
conference championship in 
the meet, with Southwestern 
and Louisiana Tech rated as 
definite upset threats. 

Finals in the discus and javelin 
will be held at 1 and 2, respictive- 
ly, this afternoon, along with 
qualifiying heats in all races ex- 
cept the relays, 880 yard run, mile 
run and two mile run.

There will 
be no charge for this afternoon's 
qualifying heats and discus-javelin 
finals. 

New records are forecast in 
more than half of the meet's 17 
events, with record possibilities 
in nearly all the contests. In six 
events two or more 1955 ath- 
letes have already bettered the 
old record.

Another NSC Relays Title 




The hours are numbered for the 1954-55 athletic "year" 
at Northwestern. When the twine splits at the end of the mile 
relay tonight, it'll all be history. 

From an over-all viewpoint, "The Hill" probably hasn't 
enjoyed such a successful nine-month run of sports in decades 

True, Mere were some rough spots sprinkled among the 
smooth highways in '54-'55, and the bumps seemed pretty 
hard to take at times. With the end in sight, however, it can't 
be demed that this year's edition of Demons dished out more 
misery than they absorbed in all fields. 

Northwestern's football eleven chalked up a 7-2 record — 
its best season since World War H, and were one-third of a 
blanket fimsh for runner-up shot in the Gulf States Conference 
vm S ™ r linemen Dudley Downing and Bob Tatum gave 
NSC the distinction of being Louisiana's only college with two 
All-Amencan gridders. And giants Charlie Johnson and Searle 
Walton were named to the All-GSC eleven. 

The basketball stiuation seemed destined for mediocrity 
with the graduation of Ken Shaw. But if Shaw's sizable shoes 
weren't completely filled, the other squadmen made up for 
the deficit and duplicated everything that the Fabulous Five 
of '54 has occamplished. 

Into the GSC stretch, NSC's "firehouse five" racked up 
mne wins with only three set-backs for a half-share of the con 
ference championship, nosed out arch-rival Centenary twice 
and won an NAIA playoff game from Louisiana Tech at Nat- 
chitoches before losing twice at Ruston. 

The swimming team had one of its best collections of 
tankmen in years, but posted a so-so record because of some 
ternffic competition from schools like Texas A. & M., Florida 
State, Texas U. and Southern Methodist.

Gymnasts again meant "Victory" at Northwestern, as the 
Demon muscle men waltzed through their second straight un- 
defeated and untied season. The University of Texas, Texas 
A. & M., LSU and Kansas State were beaten by the Purple 
and White in every round this season. 

Sophomore "Sonny" Martinez proved adequate to replace 
graduated great Al Kopp, rope climber Barry Johnson came 
through in record-breaking fashion and freshman Allan Lund- 
gren teamed with Martinez for an unbeatable one-two punch. 

The Northwestern baseball nine had its troubles, but 
managed a 2-2 split with mighty Centenary and beat every 
GSC team except Southeastern's champions and McNeese. Top 
leather-luggers in '55 were "Red" McNew (.315) and Larry 
Whitt (.306). 

In track and field, Northwestern took its third straight 
Northwestern Relays championship and was unbeaten within 
the GSC in regular-season competition. On the road, discus 
thrower Charlie Johnson, broad jumper Larry Whitt, pole 
vaulter Clyde Chesson, 880 ace J. P. Self and all three relay 
teams — Jack Bice, MurreU (Sister) Walker, Harold Smith and 
Self in the mile, and Bice, Steve Jordan, "Red" Smith and 
Dwayne Murphy in the 440 and 880 — set all-time Northwest- 
ern records.
